The 
covers on the gondolas would 
eliminate offensive odors, and 
some packing method might be 
devised for greater storage. 


Pointing out that: coal is “be- 
coming more and more expensive, 
but is still cheaper than electrici- 
ty for powering a pumping sta- 
tion,” Jackson informed Harts- 
field ‘that coal is also becoming 
more difficult to obtain from year 
to year due to recurring strikes. 

“The operation of the present 
incinerator definitely demon- 
strates the value of the steam gen- 
erated there, and a similar unit 
at the river would go a long way 
toward solving our steam prob- 
lem and keeping operation costs 
at a minimum, Jackson’s letter 
said, 

Cates said the City has almost 
reached its capacity at the Elliott 
Street incinerator, and that a new 
incinerator unit, which was pro- 
vided for when the new incin- 
erator was built, would cost ap- 
proximately $150,000. 


If Fulton built a large plant 
at the Chattahoochee River, coun- 
ty garbage collections from the 
southern end of the county could 
long hauls by truck to the city’s 
Plant on Elliott Street because 
the City could switch some out- 
lying collections to the county 
plant more cheaply than making 
long hauls by truck to the city5 
plant. This would lighten the load 
at the city incinerator and thus 
provide for county garbage. 

Cates yesterday released figures 
showing that the city would be 
forced to buy $98,280 worth of 
coal a year to produce as much 
steam as is now. generated at 
the Elliott Street plant, and that 
incineration. is -being done there 
at $1 per ton, or a cost of $80.075 
annually for the steam produced.

The figures are based on steam 
sales to the Georgia Power Com- 
pany, which pays 22 cents per 
pound. 

While the saving is not great, 
Jackson said the guarantee of suf- 
ficient power to operate the sta- 
tion is his major consideration. 
He expressed apprehension that 
future tie-ups in coal production 
might endanger water supply for 
a population of nearly 400,000 per- 
sons in the Atlanta area. 

“TI think the plan would be a 
distinct advantage to both the city 
and Fulton County,” Jackson said. 
“The county would get adequate 
incineration and we would get the 
steam. I am_ confident that it 
would help both Governments in 
dealing with two major problems. 
It would solve garbage disposal 
adequately for the county for 
many years to come.” 

He asked that Hartsfield 
sider the plan carefully. 

“I bring this matter to your 
attention as it impresses me as 
very important in our long-range 
planning for Greater Atlanta,” his 
letter said.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16—()— | 
The Supreme Court was asked 
Saturday to reopen the case in 
which it refused to disturb Geor- 
gia’s county unit voting system. 

Earl] P. Cook, a Georgia Tech 
student, filed a petition for a re- 
hearing of the case in which the 
tribunal on Oct. 28 declined, 6 
to 3, to review a lower court de- 
cision upholding the system. 

Under Georgia’s unit vote law 
each county is given a certain 
number of unit votes, ranging 
from two to six. The candidate 
winning the largest number of 
popular votes in a county receives 
all its unit votes. 

On unit votes, Eugene Talmadge 
this year won the Democratic 
nomination for governor, although 
he trailed James V. Carmichael 
in popular votes. Carmichael was 
supported by Gov. Ellis Arnall. 

Cook based his new appeal on 
the case of Rep. Helen Douglas 
Mankin, Democrat, Georgia, who! 
received a majority of the votes 
cast in the Fifth Congressional Dis- 
trict primary but lost the noml- 
nation by the county unit system 
to James C. Davis.

The industries Pauley listed as 
subject to “substantial removals” 
were electric power, iron and 
steel. iron ore and ferro-alloy min- 
erals, copper, machine tools, chem- 
icals, heavy electrical machinery, 
industrial explosives, communica- 
tions equipment, railroad equip- 
ment and rolling stock, shipbuild- 
ing and merchant shipping. 

Under his recommendations, 
Japan would be denied all fac- 
tories turning out drms, ammuni- 
tion and implements of war, which 
presmably includes the aviation 
plants. 

Since Pauley’s report was studied 
first by the State-War-Navy De- 
partment Co-ordinating Committee 
it presumably will form the basis 
of American policy in discussing 
reparations with the other Allies.

‘CLOSED HEAD SYNDROME’ 


Exploding Shells Cause 
Newly Noted War Malady 


WASHINGTON—(NANA)—A hitherto unrecognized war malady 
has just been described by officers of the Army Medical Corps. 

It is a brain disorder, perhaps permanent, due to long exposure 
to the blast waves set up by exploding shells on the tightly in- 
closed tissue of the brain. 

The condition is described as a “closed-head syndrome.” Men 
were studied from 50 days to a year after being subjected to intense 
shellfire. 

The main complaints were headaches, 
ness and anxiety. Other symptoms included 
confusion, sudden attacks in which exerything went black, weak- 
ness and fatigue. Apathy, mental lethargy and many physical com- 
plaints also were reported. 

When seen two to 12 months after injury, the symptom com- 
plex was little changed, although the ringing in the ears had dis- 
appeared in some cases and the deafness had been greatly de- 
creased. Backaches, dizziness and blackouts, however, still were 
mentioned frequently. 

When questioned none of the men would admit retention or 
more than 75 percent normal energy. A third of all those examined 
indicated poor memory for recent events. Several of the men were 
in states of moderate depression. 

A third showed ruptured eardrums. Anxiety, tension or dull- 
ness were present in 65 percent. Headaches were described as dull 
and persistent or as sharp jabs of pain in the scalp, 

All the evidence indicates that there have been definite changes 
in the tissues of the brain. These, however, may not cause perma- 
nent mental or nervous disability.

A committee, appoint- 
ed by the late Walter A. Sims, 
then Mayor af Atlanta, selected 
the site after making a survey of 
all potential sites within 25 miles 
of Atlanta.

“It was not until 1926, twenty 
years ago, that work began on its 
development, however.

‘Similar projects on a religious basis include the South- 
ern Regional Council, organized two years ago to implement 
the ideas and instructions growing out of the Conference 
of Southern Negroes, the Conference of Southern Whites, 
and the Conference of Negroes and Whites; the Southern 
Conference for Human Welfare, which, since 1938, has 
worked to build a more democratic South; the Fellowship 
of Southern Churchmen; the Association of Georgia Women 
for the Prevention of Lynching; the Pacific Coast Council 
on Intercultural Edutation, which works through the public 
schools, and the Council for Civic Unity, which operates 


on the adult education level. 


It will be brought up again before 
the new Congress. 

The Anti-Lynching Bill has been 
before Congress on and off for 10 
years, and probably will come up 
again. So will bills to prohibit 
discriminatory leasing of housing 
projects aided by Federal funds, 
against segregation of job appli- 
cants in the United States Em- 
ployment Service offices, and to 
outlaw Jim Crow in _ interstate 
travel. All these bills, however, 
are still very much in the future. 

Operating on the national plane 
are such private organizations as 
The League for Fair Play, -the 
Urban League, the Union for 
Democratic Action and various 
branches of the YMCA and 
YWCA., Primarily these groups 
supply speakers to interested or- 
ganizations, circulate literature on 
racial and religious tolerance and 
work with other groups to pro- 
mote good will. 

Unique in its approach is the 
American Council on Race Rela- 
tions which recently conducted a 
workshop session for representa- 
tives from 50 organizations to 
promote the application of “pub- 
lic relations and mass dfssemina- 
tion” techniques to the problems 
of racial and group tensions. 
SINATRA’S EFFORTS 

In addition, the work of several 
individuals has gained nationwide 
prominence. There was the effort 
of Radio Singer Frank Sinatra to 
settle a school strike out in Gary, 
Ind., and persuade the white chil- 
dren to go back to. school with 
their Negro classmates. The sing- 
er also appeared in a_e special 
movie short called “The House I 
Live In” and received a special 
Academy Award in 1945 for his 
performance. 

Also working primarily with 
teen-agers-is Jules Rubenstein, a 
New York dress manufacturer, 
who for a year and a half has 
been sponsoring weekly coast-to- 
coast radio meetings called the 
“Teen-Timers Club,” addressed by 
such well-knewn juvenile heroes 
as Sinatra, Jack Dempsey and Joe 
Louis.

and New Jersey have antidiscrimi- 
nation, or fair employment prac- 
tices laws in operation. Minnesota 
has an equal rights law enacted in 
1885 and recently broadened to 
prevent discriminations arising 
from national origins or religion. 


LOBBY FOR FEPC 

Lobbying for a fair employment 
law has been going on for several 
years in Oregon where such or- 
ganizations as the League of Wom- 
en Voters question candidates on 
their view of FEPC and indorse 
them accordingly. Chicago has a 
local ordinance enforced by a 
Civil Rights Bureau modeled after 
the U. S. Department of Justice 
Civil Rights Bureau. 


In the last election, however, 
California voters heavily defeated 
an initiative proposition for FEPC 
which would have prevented ra- 
cial, religious or nationalist dis- 
crimination as a condition of em- 
ployment or membership in a la- 
bor union. In Alabama, a consti- 
tutional amendment admittedly 
designed to make it more difficult 
for Negroes to vote by tightening 
up voter qualifications, was ap- 
proved by a close margin in a ref- 
erendum vote. 


The fight to mobilize good will 
apparently has been particularly 
successful in individual localities. 
The success of the famous “Spring- 
field Plan” -to combat intolerance, 
for example, has encouraged other 
cities to start similar projects— 
among them Newark, N. J., Pitts- 
burgh, Cincinnati, Portland, Cleve- 
land, New York, Denver, Bloom- 
field, N. J.; Dayton, Ohio; Los An- 
geles and Santa Barbara, Cal., the 
League for Fair Play reports. 
These plans, now in various stages 
ranging from pure idea to actual 
operation, seek to urite the entire 
community in the project, and 
work particularly through civic 
organizations and the public 
school systems to promote under- 
standing of all groups. 

In addition, Minneapolis and 16 
other school systems now are en- 
gaged in a nation-wide project on

Several cities have official or 
semi-official civic agencies work- 
ing on the problem. In addition 
to Chicago’s Civic Rights Bureau 
and its Mayor’s Human Relations 
Committee, there is the Cleveland 
Community Relations Board, 
which the City believes was the 
first such agency to be made an 
official part of City Government. 
Created in 1945, the Board pro- 
motes educational activities, and 
does a “fireman’s” job in dealing 
with individual incidents, work- 
ing with police and other officials 
and generally co-ordinating the 
work of other groups.

Los Angeles’ two-year-old com- 
mittee on human relations surveys 
tense areas and attempts to solve 
intergroup problems with addition- 
al places of worship, community 
enterprises and help for individual 
families where needed. New York 
has its mayor’s Committee On 
Unity, and so does Seattle, where 
positive results have included the 
employment of the first Negro bus 
driver ever hired by the city 
transit system.

Several municipalities have 
made special efforts to train their 
police officers to understand and 
cope with delicate interracial sit- 
uations. In Youngstown, Ohio, for 
example, 23 members of the po- 
lice force recently were given 
thorough instruction in dealing 
with these difficulties in a special 
program devised by the American 
Council on Race Relations. Police 
officers have received similar 
training in Richmond, Cal., Minne- 
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apolis, Detroit and San Francisco,

The remaining tolerance pro}- 
ects scattered around the country | 
are for the most part individual 
campaigns differing in approach. 
In the nation’s Capital, a recent 
ruling from Secretary of Labor 
Schwellenbach outlaws segrega- 
tion in District of Columbia U. S. 
employment offices. Round tables, 
discussion groups and forums are 
held frequently, and _ supplied 
with speakers from various inter- 
ested organizations. Both Colum- 
bus, Ga., and Phenix City, Ala., 
have city religious councils to fos- 
ter religious understanding.

Insects Threaten Georgia Crops 


By M. L. ST.. JOHN. 

An insect invasion already 
swarming down on Georgia will 
jeopardize this State’s leadership 
in production of peaches, bees, 
sweet potatoes and peanuts unless 
the control and research programs 
are doubled. 

This was predicted yesterday by 
State Entomologist Charles H. 
Alden, who said he would ask the 
January session of the Legislature 
to increase the present $60,000 an- 
nual appropriation to at least 
$120,000. 

Immediately indorsing Alden’s 
request for more funds was State 
Agricultural Commissioner Tom 
Linder, who expressed alarm over 
the spreading insect infestations 
which are damaging Georgia’s 
There is 
no official affiliation between the 
Department of Agriculture and 
the Department of Entomology, 
but their work is closely con- 
nected. 

“The pepper weevil] was found 
a few days ago in Jones, Baldwin, 
and Jasper Counties,” the entomol- 
Ogist said. “It has involved two 
of the 12 pepper canneries in the 
State” The Budget Commission has 


to combat this new weevil.” 

Alden believes the pepper 
weevil came into Georgia from 
Florida. 


Fearing the spread of the 
Oriental fruit disease, Georgia 
peach producers will meet next 
week and make plans to ask the 
Legislature to set up $22,000 to 
protect peach trees. The Ento- 
mology Department spent $12,000 
during the past year in combatting 
peach diseases. 


Owners of bees—Georgia leads 
the nation in shipment of pack- 
age bees—plan t» ask the Legisla- 
ture to appropriate $30,000 to safe- 
guard the production of bees. The 
Entomology Department spent 
only $9,000 for this during the 
present year. 

Georgia’s peanut production, 
which leads the world, is being 
attacked by the white-fringed 
beetle, Allen reported. Twenty- 
one persons are presently em- 
ployed with State and Federal 
funds to battle this beetle. In- 
festations are reported in 41 coun- 
ties, and 22 areas—including the 


big city of Macon—are under 


quarantine. 
Six counties are under quaran- 
tine in the State’s war on the 


authorized an emergency program 
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Fourteen persons are employed 
with State and Federal funds -to 
try to control this weevil. 


Alden said the Entomology De- 
partment needs a larger staff of 
trained men and more and larger 
laboratories to fight off this new 
post-war invasion of insects. He 
observed that weevils, beetles, and 
other insects are worse after a 
war, since inspection restrictions 
are lifted during the war to per- 
mit shipments of fruits and vege- 
tables to the armed forces.

Proof that the streamlined pro- 
gram of new farm practices pays 
off is shown by the fact that 
every county contacted in the 
survey has under development or 
in preparation a diversified farm 
plan. 

Extensive soil conservation pro- 
grams and the increased plantings 
of a variety of clover crops 
throughout the state played no 
small part in helping the Georgia 
farmer make his land more pro- 
ductive, both agricultural special- 
ists and growers agree. 


NEW PLANTINGS 


Bolstered by the heavy demand 
for dairy products during the war 
years, the livestock industry has 
risen from a “comparatively ob- 
scure industry” to a $72,816,000 
business, which farmers received 
for livestock and dairy products 
fc: the first !0 months of this 
year. 

The survey shows that many 
counties are switching over to the 
raising of livestock. 

From Washington County comes 
this report from Harry Kendall, 
farmer: 

“T have found that the produc- 
tion f milk is the best paying 
‘crop’ on my farm and _ “have 
greatly increased my herd. The 
milk plant at Sandersville now 
receives nearly 1,200 gallons of 
milk per day, seven days a week.” 


MORGAN COUNTY 

In Morgan County farmers re- 
veal they are slowly getting away 
from cotton. The trend is toward 
diversifying with smalt grains, 
more pasture land, and particu- 
larly more cattle. Turning to 
dairying is due to the labor short- 
age and recent establishment of 
the Morgan County Creamery 
which offers farmers a ready out- 
let for their milk. 


In 1945 the value of milk in 
Morgan County amounted to 
about $500.000, and manv persons 
interviewed believed this figure 
will go to $750,000 in 1946. 

Of the 2,023 farms being oper- 
ated in Henry Countv, embracing 
approximately 211,840 acres, most 
of them announced ae gradual 
change in farm practices. 

From Gordon County comes the 
report that nearly all farmers are 
changing over from cotton to 
livestock and food crops. There is 
also some switching over to dairy 
farming from general farming, 
Gordon County farmers said, add- 
ing there is a definite trend to- 
ward larger farms. 


TREND TO CLOVER 

The trend in Worth County is 
toward clover crops, and some 
change-over to dairy farming but 
mostly to livestock. 

County Agent John A. Smith 
gives this report on Putnam 
County: 

“Farming which has leaned to- 
ward dairying in the past few 
years has taken a definite turn to 
livestock. Cotton is rapidly fading 
out of the picture except for some 
farmers growing a little of the 
lint as a part of a diversified farm- 
ing program. There was a decided 
upswing in the poultry industry 
during the past year, and indica- 
tions point to further increases.” 

“A decided trend away from 
row crops in favor of pasture has 
been noted in Talbot County due 
to the shortagé of farm labor and 
inability to. obtain farm machin- 
ery,” S. C. Ingram, chairman of 
the board of commissioners of 
roads and revenues and one of the 
county’s leading farmers, said. 


BEEF CATTLE 

The McIntyre Brothers of Mich- 
igan, Ingram said, have acquired 
6.000 acres of land in Talbot 
County and are converting it into 
pastureland for beef type cattle. 

County Agent John Mauldin 
said that Carroll County, which 
for many years placed its faith in 
King Cotton, is rapidly developing 
a varied farm outlook. The more 
spectacular changes have occurred 
in the cattle and dairying indus- 
try, he declar~’. 

Olin Wellborn, owner of 368 
acres and one of Union County’s 
outstanding landowners, said, 
“slowly but surely our mountain 
counties are turning to livestock 
and dairying. It can’t be done all 
at once, but you will find more 
and more Union County farmers 
who are adding to their dairy 
herds—and are reaping good bene- 
fits.” 

Then 10 counties chime in unan- 
imously that “the new, stream- 
lined program of diversified crops 
now in progress on Georgia farms 
is definitely showing results.” 

This statement is borne out in 
the fact that Georgia farmers’ cash 
receipts from farm markets for 
the first 10 months of 1946 totaled 
$216,055,000, or an increase of $8.,- 
000,000 over the same period of 
1945.

Probe Voted 
In Election 


Of Bilbo 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16—()— 
The Senate Campaign Investigat- 
ing Committee voted unanimously 
Saturday to hold public hearings 
in Mississippi on protests against 
the seating of Sen. Bilbo, of Mis- 
SISSIpPpl. 

Chairman Ellender, Democrat, 
Louisiana, said the hearings will 
begin not later than Dec. 2 on 
complaints that Sen. Bilbo tried 
to intimidate Negroes from voting 
in last Summer’s Democratic pri- 
mary. 

Ellender said the/hearings will 
be held in Jackson, Grenada and 
Hattiesburg or near those places. 

Sen. Bridges, Republican, New 
Hampshire, said the testimony will 
be limited to the 1946 election, and 
Ellender added that only “citizens 
of Mississippi” will be heard. 

The chairman said Sen. Bilbo 
will be notified of the hearings 
and “invited to appear and bring 
such witnesses as he desires.” 

No public hearings will be held 
in Washington on the Bilbo case, 
Ellender said, adding that the com- 


mittee expects to complete its re- | 


port for the Senate by Jan. 3. 

Leaders of the new Republican 
majority in the Senate have an- 
nounced they will attempt to pre- 
vent Bilbo from taking his seat 
when the Senate convenes Jan. 3. 

The committee action came aft- 
er a closed door session lasting 
more than two hours. 

Outside the committee room Ed- 
gar G. Brown, Director of the Na- 
tional Negro Council, interrupted 
Ellender’s talk with a group of re- 
porters to ask the Senator if it 


would be safe for Negro witnesses 


to testify in Mississippi. 

Brown said Ellender previously 
had stated that any public hear- 
ing there might lead to “killing.” 

Ellender replied that the Negro 
leader was trying to be “sensa- 
tional.” 

The committee chairman said 
that votes favoring the public 
hearings were cast by himself, and 
Sens. Bridges, Hickenlooper, Re- 
publican, Iowa, and Elmer Thom- 
as, Democrat, Oklahoma. Ellender 
said he also cast a proxy vote 
for Sen, Maybank, Democrat, 
South Carolina. 

Notwithstanding the commit- 
tee’s action, Bilbo’s physical con- 
dition may prevent his appearance 
when the Senate convenes.

Seek Missouri Arsonists 
In 7 Thett-Inspired Fires 


MOBERLY, Mo., Nov. 16—(UP) 
Residents of the little towns 
sprinkled through a 1,500-square- 
mile area of North Central Mis- 
souri, already aroused by seven re- 
ported arsonist attacks in the last 
six weeks, were requested Satur- 
day night by State Patrol Super- 
inendent Hugh Waggoner to assist 
officers in their search for the 
“torches” who have sprinkled the 
afflicted area with robbery-in- 
spired fires. 


“Informing the public through 
newspapers and radio should be of 
great help in that citizens can be 
more alert and more cautious 
about the activities of strangers,” 
Waggoner said. 


There were no additional re- 
ports of fires Friday night but the 
arsonist gang has been striking in 
the little towns, then laying low 
for several days before tossing 
their gasoline-and-oil mixture on 
buildings in another community. 

Waggoner admitted frankly that 
officers had no clues to the iden- 
tity of the burners who started 
their guerilla-like raiding Sept. 28 
in the small town of Wakenda and 
capped the series of blazes — to 
date, at least — with a $100,000 
touch-off in Higbee, nine miles 
southwest of here, early Friday 
morning.

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spite the lean pickings so far,” 
Waggoner said. 

State Patrol reports of the Wa- 
kenda, Gilliam and Higbee blazes 
in each case specifically listed 
house breakings while citizens 
were fighting the fires. There 
were other reports of apparent ar- 
sonist attacks on Dalton, Laclede, 
Glascow. and Brunswick in the six- 
week period. 


“I’m calling a meeting for the 
first of next week of all troopers 
assigned to that area,” Waggoner 
added, “to recap the events and to 
see if we can get some kind of 
a lead on this firebug. 

“This kind of a case is much 
harder to solve than murder be- 
cause murder leaves specific clues 
as to identity, whereas an arsonist 
may not operate in the traditional 
mental paths esetablished by 
other classes of criminals.” 


Throughout this scorched area 
and in the larger cities of adjoin- 
ing Counties city firemen and po- 
lice were alerted for the next out- 
break of early morning fires. Citi- 
zens oiled their rabbit guns and 
eyed strangers dubiously. 


Patrolmen doubted that the ar- 
sonist was a pyromaniac, pointing 
to the fact the fires seemed to 
have been set more to attract at- 
tention than to destroy property. 
They pointed to a blaze in the 
door of a stone garage building in 
Gilliam. 


One officer who was working 
on the case pointed out that the 
fires in one of the towns seemed 
set with the intent of drawing one 
man, who had just sold a load 
of cattle, from his home.

If John L. Lewis strikes the nation’s 
coal mines, refusing arbitration or further 
negotiations, he will put his own ambi- 
tions—clothed in the welfare demands for 
a half million men—above the welfare of 
almost 140,000,000 persons. 

If the mines are struck for a period of 
from 10 to 14 weeks, one of two things 
must happen. 

We will move toward an inflationary 
period which will make the present infla- 
tion seem relatively mild. 

Or we will have, not a shake-out, but 
a sharp depression period. : 

The nation’s economy is beginning to 
readjust itself. . 

Food is coming on the market in greater 
amount than had been anticipated. The 
harvest is all the optimistic reports of last 
Summer indicated it would be. 

Unless there are strikes and an upset 
of the economy, food prices, which already 


have turned downward for a general over- 


all average of about six percent, will surely 
register a substantial decrease within 30 
to 60 days. 

Indeed, that is why Mr. Lewis and 
others are hurrying so desperately toward 
strikes. | 

They must win any increases now, be- 
fore marked decreases in the cost of food 
and living generally make th-ir claims 
untenable. 

Soft goods, textiles, etc., are coming 
on the market with a trefhendous, flood- 


like rush. That is why the nation is see- 
‘ing an odd thing—clearance sales in some 


departments in the pre-Christmas weeks. 
rices are down in these soft-goods fields. 

There still is, and will continue to be, 
a heavy demand, and boom, in heavier 
goods, refrigerators, stoves and so on. 

The nation lost about 20 percent of its 
steel production during the steel and coal 
strike of last Winter. 

It has never regained that lost produc- 
tion, although steel has been coming from 
the mills in good supply since the strike. 

Consequently, ‘we still’ have shortages 


in fields where steel is the basis of pro- . 


duction—and steel is the basis of all dura- 
ble and heavy industry.

Leading industrial- 

ists foresee a golden era of prosperity, with goods pouring from the 

production lines in smooth, fast volume, with prices for those goods 

giving the makers thereof the profits they have coveted for so long. 

Always, of course, this rosy picture is qualified with the proviso 
“provided there are no strikes.” 

“Government economists” were quoted in a news story last week 
as predicting a rise in living costs because of decontrol of prices, 
but not to exceed five percent. 

Perhaps they are correct in their prognostications. Who am I 


to disagree, anyway? 

It is gbvious that higher prices lead to 
Must Be Consumers demands by labor forehigher wages and 
that higher wages go into higher production costs which again call 
for higher prices. The old vicious economic spiral. 

There are, we know, shortages of goods for the consumers in 
some lines. As soon as that lag in supply is taken up, ;however, 
there must be sufficient demand to accept all the goods the indus- 
trialists plan to turn out so smoothly and rapidly. And, if the 
price of those goods mounts too high, the people just won’t have the 
money to pay for them, there’ll be no market and the bubble will 
burst as manufacturing plants close, unemployment grows and we 
enter another depression. 


Buying Statistics 
fails to feel the effect. 

The most independent farmer, producing on his own acres the 
necessities of life for himself and his family, feels the effect be- 
cause consumers who see their capacity to buy reduced by increas- 
ing costs, have to cut down, too, on their purchases of those stuffs 
the farmer produces. 

The CIO maintains a department of research of its own. Re- 
cently it has concluded a nation-wide survey among the. families of 
its workers employed in basic manufacturing industries. 

Because of price increases already in effect, 78.2 


Less Food percent of these families are buying less milk; 88.9 
percent are buYing less butter and oleqmargarine; 72.5 percent are 
buying fewer eggs. These statistics, of course, are as reported by 
the CIO research departmént. 

More figures: The families making these reductions are averaging 
4.1 less quarts of milk per week than formerly; 1.3 pounds less of 
butter or margarine, and 1.7 dozen fewer eggs per family per week. 

One more statistical segment of the same report: Of all these 
working families, 59.9 percent have been forced to use their savings 
to meet the rising costs and 71 percent have less than $300 in savings 


today. 

san? Lhe point I want to make is that increased 
More Production! production won’t advantage anybody if 
the market is shrinking because of decreased ability of the con- 
sumers to buy. And every rise in costs shrinks that. consumer pur- 
chasing power further. ine 

Another angle, Ability of the individual worker to préduce is 
based not only upon training and skill, but upon health and physical 
stamina. If higher costs force reduced food consumption, such 
necessary foods as milk and butter and eggs, then those workers 
inevitably w@l suffer loss of physical stamina. 

We may be on the verge of the prosperity wave the industrial 
economists predict. But it seems to me we stand as good a chance 
of standing on the verge of a disappearing consumer market and its 
consequent depression.

Mark tells us that Jesus, walk- 
ing into Jerusalem one. early 
morning, spied a luxuriant fig 
tree ahead of Him, and no doubt 
quickened His footsteps in antici- 
pation of its delicious fruit.

Jesus 
was essentially ‘a teacher. Every 
incident of the day’s life, and well- 
nigh every expression of nature, 
furnished an illustration of some 
vital truth. 

So a fruit tree without fruit 
violates one of His fundamental 
principles. He had so often in- 
sisted that a tree should be judged 
by its fruit and likewise the char- 
acter of a man or an institution. 
The religion of Jesus is not a se- 
ries of formal observances, a re- 
quired ritual, nor an inflexible 
creed of words. It is a life. How 
often He likened 
of a seed. Buried in the hospi- 
table warmth of the earth, it bursts 


its shell and shoots upward into | 
the sunshine and shower to ful-| 
fill its purpose of a harvest of | 
But if it does not come | 


fruitage. 
to fruitage it.is a failure. 


THE WORLD’S WORK is di- 
vided into special tasks. Men ad- 
vertise the work which they will 
do. Now we judge them not by 
the words of their advertisement, 
but by their fruit, In modern 
parlance, do they “deliver the 
goods?” We are slowly learning 
to test customs and institutions in 
the same way. But our reverence 
for the past, with its ‘sentimental 
associations, too often leads us to 
preserve some ancient custom or 
institution, long after it has ceased 
to bear any fruit. But it seems 
most difficult for us to apply this 
principle of judging a tree by its 
fruit to our religious customs and 
institutions. Too often conformity 
to some prescribed code, obeisance 
beforé some altar or the prattling 
of a fixed form of words, satis 
fies the demands of organized re- 
ligions. 

However, in this incident, the 
emphasis of Jesus’ condemnation 
is not so much upon the failure 
of the tree to bear fruit, as upon 
the fact that its leaves advertised 
to the world that it was filled 
with fruit. The peculiarity of the 
fig tree is that its fruit comes be- 
fore its leaves appear. It is al- 
ways the sham and the pretense 
which evokes the severest con- 
demnation of Jesus. 


THIS ATTITUDE of Jesus will 
probably find a heartier indorse- 
ment today than in any previous 
age. With all our faults it is char- 
acteristic of this period, that peo- 
ple demand reality. One cannot 
but deplore in the life of teday a 
crudeness of manner and «x lack 
of grace in deportment. There is, 
too, an irreverence expressing it- 
self in rude indifference to the 
standards and _ ideals’. inherited 
from our fathers. But if we are 
se@éking honestly for the cause of 
this iconoclasm, we will discover 
that many of our ancient trees are 
bearing “nothing but leaves.” 

This generation has found that 
back of much of the stately rhet- 
oric of our moral maxims, there is 
no morality, That many grace- 
ful gestures and formal courtesies 
express no kindly feeling. So in 
much of the dignity and beauty 
of religious forms and phrases, 
they have found no redeeming 
power for life. Here is the trag- 
edy of any empty formal religion, 
frozen into an arcient religious 
organization. What a profanation 
it is, if that organization bears the 
name of Jesus, who demanded 
that every tree which failed to 
bear fruit for life, should be cut 
down,

Are We Too Quiet 
About Executions? 


Ten persons have been executed thus far this 

year in Georgia’s electric chair at the State Prison 

| : near Reidsville. So far as we recall, however, 
Georgians have not been led—by well-written descriptions of news- 
paper witnesses—to smell the burning flesh, nor see the last-minute 
breakdowns or false heroics of killers marching or being carried 
to the chair. Newspapermen have about quit going to executions 
and entertaining readers with carnival accounts of electrocutions. 
Newspapers in Georgia do little beyond record the fact that the mur- 
derer or assaulter has paid for his crime. If accounts of all the per- 
sons executed in the State Prison this year were pasted together, 
they probably wouldn't total more than one column in a newspaper— 
where heretofore writers have turned out more than that on the 
execution of one person. Something has caused newspapers to 
treat executions as routine news, and the dying criminal no longer 
feels called upon to put up a false act for the benefit of thousands 
of newspaper readers. Perhaps the war had something to do with 
it—-with good citizens dying so fast on the battlefields that only 
a few lines could be given them in newspapers, it seemed out of 
taste to.devote columns to the execution of a criminal. Church 
leaders have long protested the colorful writing on criminals, and 
some criminologists say that publicity encourages rather than dis- 


courages crime, 
Pendulum But now comes a grand juror from Chatham County 
who thinks the pendulum has swung too far the other 
way. This man was one of a group of Savannah jurors whom Supe- 
rior Court Judge Dave Atkinson carried over to the State Prison for 
an inspection the other day. He took one look at the deathly electric 
chair, backed away in horror and expressed the belief that if more 
publicity were given to executions it would deter crime. While 
volumes are written about the commission of crime and the trials, 
not enough publicity is given to the actual enforcement of the penalty, 
he reasons. 

The jurors were highly pleased with the progress made at Tatt- 
nall under prison reform. Alonzo Keisker, jury foreman, said the 
State Prison is a “well-managed institution and a credit to the 
State.” The jurors were impressed with the cleanliness of the insti- 
tution and the good morale of the prisoners. Judge Atkinson said 
he was very much pleased with what he saw. 

Speaking of executions, a Georgian tried in vain to get a job 
as State executioner for Tennessee the other day Tennessee 
turned down the application of the unnamed man from Rockmart, 
Ga., because Tennessee has no such position—a prison’ guard throws 
the switch for the Nashville electric ehair.

PAPAL MINT TO RESUME ISSUING 
GOLD AND SILVER HONOR COINS 


NEW YORK—(NANA)—The Vatican is resuming the coin- 
ing of Pontifical currency—which since 1870 had been issued 
only in token quantities—to be distributed during the cere- 
monies of the Papal coronation, as well as to visitors whom 
the Holy See especially wishes to honor. 

The new coins to be issued by the Papal mint will be gold 
and silver. On one side of each coin will be the likeness of the 
reigning Pope, Pius XII; on the other, the Holy .See’s crest. 

The first Papal coins were authorized by Adrian I in 782. 
All other Popes followed that custom, until the capture of 
the Vatican by Garibaldi’s Irredentists about 80 years ago.

SHORTAGES, LAYOFFS 


Service “labor market l¢tters”’ 
Harris H. Clark, State steak | 
tion Chief for the agency, studied 
reports on employment trends in 
Columbus, Macon, and Savannah, 
compiled by local USES offices. 

Findings, added to his own sta- 
tistics on the Atlanta labor mar- 
‘ket, add up to a Statewide “see- 
‘sawing’”’ of construction workers, 
corresponding to shortage or non- 
shortage of building material sup- 
plies; layoffs in meat industries 
and machinery manufacturing 
firms; withdrawal of teachers and 
school-age workers from the labor 
market: a common labor turnover 
in most industries, and gradual re- 
duction of Civil Service workers. 

Clark said reports indicate a 
gradual decrease of claims for un- 
employment compensation, from 
both. veterans and non-veterans. 
Labor surpluses “show no signifi- 
cant change from the month be- 
fore,” and veteran employment 
generally is “stable,” the USES 
poll indicated. 

Columbus reported unemploy- 
ment increased only slightly dur- 
ing the past month, although there 
were approximately 500 workers 
laid off in the Columbus area. To- 
tal unemployment was estimated 
at 3,700 persons, with women com- 
prising only about 25 percent. 

Macon’s labor surplus, estimated 
at 5,000 persons, has remained at 
that figure for the past 60 days, 
and Savannah’s 6,178 job-seekers 
were noted as a decrease of 766 
from last month’s total: Atlanta 
officials earlier had reported 138,- 
000 veterans and 23,000 non-veter- 


}ans idle throughout the State. 


Although 390 Government work- 
ers—mostly women—were laid off 
at Fort Benning last month, USES 
officials said retail stores in Co- 
lumbus expected an all-time em- 
ployment high in November and 
December, with women employes 
“twice as much,in demand as 
men.” 

No noticeable decline is fore- 
seen in total employment in Co- 
lumbus until January, and then 
layoffs will occur mainly in the 
retail stores, due to a normal slack 
buying season. Service industries, 
excluding private households, are 
opening. up in the city, but offi- 
cials said needs for additional em- 
ployes are limited because of mer- 
chandise and materials shortages. 

In Macon, where total non-agri- 
cultural employment is about 50,- 
000—a sixth less than wartime 
peak employment — expected ex- 
pansions in employment are de- 
layed by lack of construction and 
operating materials and equip- 
ment Some seasonal Increases are 
anticipated in wholesale and re- 
tail trades, but new plants will not 
need staffing for some time to 
come. 

Savannah officials noted a 
gradual absorption of the unem- 
ployed in this area,” but admitted 
“substantial increases in employ- 
ment will be held up until more 
materials are available for con- 
struction and repair jobs.” 

Current job openings in Colum- 
bus call for skilled workers in con- 
struction, apparel manufacturing, 
and service industries. Demand 
for common labor in lumber and 
construction work has dropped 
here’ about 50 percent in the last 
month. Officials listed other open- 
ings in food processing, textile 
manufacturing, railroad and bus 
companies, and finance, insurance 
and real estate. 

In Macon, a steady demand re- 
portedly exists for common labor 
and for certain construction skills, 
with a recent increase from 65 
cents to 75 cents per hour wage 
rate in the latter field. 

Savannah officials noted: 
“Greatest demand at this time for 
workers is in the manufacturing 
industries, with the service indus- 
tries second. When large construc- 
tion projects are begun, there will 
be a demand for some 1,000 addi- 
tional workers in construction 
trades.” 

Despite Civil* Service cutbacks, 
all cities polied reported a short- 
age of trained clerical workers, 
especially stenographers. USES, 
through a recently inaugurated 
testing department, is grading 
clerical workers but officials said 
“many” failed to meet employers’ 
specifications.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16—(UP) 
The American Institute of Archi- 
tects Saturday night recommend- 
ed abolition of all federal build- 
ing controls. Otherwise, it said, 
“building will be held down and 
building costs will remain artifi- 
cally high.” 

James R. Edmunds,~ institute 
President, said in a statement that 
only rent ceilings on existing 
housing should be continued 
“and these ceilings should be lib- 
eralized.” 

“The real need today is rental 
housing for the véteran,” he said,

ficient quantity because ceilings 
are too low. 

“As a result, many veterans 
are being encouraged, or driven 
out of desperation, to buy houses 
beyond their means, Everything 
possible should be done to stim- 
ulate the production of ‘rental 
housing.” 

The OPA housing rent indus- 
try advisory committee has recom- 
mended a 15 percent across-the- 
board rent increase. President 
Truman said in his decontrol an- 
nouncement a week ago that some 
adjustments in rent ceilings might) 
be necessary. 

It is generally expected that 
some increase in rent ceilings, pos- 
sibly 10 percent instead of the 15 
recommended by the industry, 
may be granted by the Govern- 
ment before the end of the year.

= Reich Scientists ‘Grew’ Emeralds During War

& Le "me | crystals of other varieties of beryl, which nature would require 
several hundred years to produce, in less than a month was ac- | 
complishe@ by German scientists during the war. | 

They also produced fine quartz crystals, essential for various ‘ 
types of field-signalling apparatus, when Germany lost her natural 
source of supply in the Ukraine in 1943. Several other types of 
synthetic crystals developed were as good or better for electrical 
apparatus than quartz. 

All this work may lead the way eventually to the production 
of genuine diamonds, which are carbon in crystal form, in the 
laboratory. 

Details gathered by scientists attached to the Army shortly 
after the German surrender, who visited university and commer- 
cial laboratories, have just been released here through the United 
States Department of Commerce. 

The basic theory of “diamond-making,” they report,.dates back 
to the end of the last century when the ‘Italian scientist, Spezia, 
was able to make very tiny quartz crystals in his laboratory. This 
led for a time to work by chemists all over the world in an effort 
to create precious stones of various types. None of this work was 


ante et a Uh une ae 
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successful, however, and “artificial diamonds” soon became a 
stock-in-trade of racketeers. 

The Germans were spurred to renewed efforts in this direction 
by the necessities of war. Most of the work was kept strictly 
secret. The problems facing them were those of duplicating the 
designs wrought by nature with tremendous heats and pressures 
over a period of milleniums. 

Their chief worker was Prof. Richard Nacken, formerly of the 
University of Leipzig, a geological chemist with an international 
reputation. During the war he had been provided with a special 
laboratory by one of the large watch companies. 

Prof. Nacken, the investigators report, was quite co-operative. 
He readily exhibited his laboratory-made emeralds. They were, 
presumably, actual and not synthetic emeralds. He even pre- 
dicted that within about a year he might be able to perfect his 
methods so the manufacture of other types of crystals could be 
undertaken on a commercial basis. 

He worked, for the most part, with water solutions at tempera- 
tures of about 500 centigrade, presumably higher than the tem- 
perature at which crystallization proceeds in nature. In the report 
of s investigators no question is raised as to the honesty of the 
results.

APERS filed recently in New York 
~ County’s Surrogate’s Court have 

revived the story of eccentric 
Mrs. Florence Adelaide Pratt, heiress 
to part of the Sing@® sewing machine 
Jortune, who kept two continents 
agog during her life and furnished 
*® weird will fight with her death. 

Attorneys for the widow of Paul 
Jean Marie Escoffier, Mrs. Pratt’s 
special corset-maker who died in 
Monte Carlo in 1942, are seeking to 
get jurisdiction of $260,000 worth of 
stock and $12,106 in. cash, now in 
New York’s banks, which is the resi- 
due of Escoffier’s bequest from the 
madcap old lady. Regulations guring 
wartime previously prevented the 
transference of Escoffier’s American 
estate to Monte Carlo: 

Escoffier was only one of many 
outsiders to benefit from Mrs. Pratt’s 
strange will, which distributed her 
$6,227,652 fortune among servants, 
tradespeople and casual acquaintances, 
leaving close relatives out in the cold. 
In fact, Escoffier’s widow came in 
for $700,000 herself when Mrs, Pratt 
died m 1932 at the age of 76. 

In 1934 her sister, Mrs. Margaret 
A. Alexander of London, waged a 
bitter New York court fight to invali- 
date the will, claiming the aged heir- 
ess was not of sound mind, but Judge 
James A. Foley ruled that, despite 
Mrs. Pratt’s capricious conduct, she 
was mentally' capable of bequeathing 
her money to whom she chose. 

Hie pointed out that she had built 
$500,000, her share of the original 
estate, to more than 12 times its 
original size through astute handling. 

As a result the will, settling $700,- 
000 on a Parisian saleswoman, $350,- 
000 on a former London policeman, 
and $525,000 each on two girlhood 
friends, among other sizable  be- 
quests, was allowed to stand. This 
was all in addition to fantastic sums 
dispensed by the short, portly Mrs. 
Pratt for the most trivial of services 
during her life. ; 

From court testimony it was evi- 
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dent that staying in Mrs. Pratt’s good 
graces was a herculean task. 

She would hide her jewels and 
then accuse servants of stealing them. 
She would ring for a maid, then 
shout: “Get out! What do you mean 
by this intrusion!” She would cut a 
bar of soap into six cubes, then 
command a servant to account for 
the economic use of each cube, 

To servants who pleased her she 
was munificent bevond belief. She 
would summon an employe, congrat- 
ulate him or her for approved con- 
duct, and harid over a check, often as 
high as $5,000. Sometimes . she’d 
stop payment on it. 

A succession of maids testified to 
Mrs. Pratt’s weird habits. Marie 
Guilbert said a blind masseur: usually 
arrived at 8 a. m. and remained for 
an hour. Then the mistress dressed 
in a special costume of black silk 
pantaloons, black stockings, white 
blouse and white shoes. 

Mrs. Florence Stephan said Mrs. 
Pratt slashed her (Mrs. Stephan’s) 
neck with a butter knife and once 
tried to give her a $100,000 necklace, 


““threatening to throw it in the lake 


if I refused it.” 

Mrs. Millicent Rutherford said 
Mrs. Pratt “used to bite her finger- 
nails and showed me how she could 
bite her toenails.” 

Jane Mary Osler, Scottish nurse, 
testified that once Mrs. Pratt referred 
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to the Duke of Connaught, uncle of 
King George V of England, as 
“shabby English royalty” when he 
entered a Monte Carlo dining room, 
declaring in a loud voice that he was 
“fed by other people” but she paid 
her own way. 

It was also declared that she 
stuck out her tongue at strangers, 
tripped hotel guests with her cane 
and heaved ash trays at waiters. 

Leonard C. Kay, ‘her chauffeur, 
was left $1,000,000 in one of her 
wills, but even this prospect could 
not hold him. He suffered numerous 
childish punishments and humiliations 
at her hands, but finally walked out 
when she fed him bonbons in front of 
street crowds. 

She. fancied herself irresistible to 
young men even in her old age, and 
paid James Stocklev, a London bobby 
whom she later remembered in her 
will, $100,000 to guard her against 
designing males. 

Other vagaries listed were: eating 
soup Witla ladle and mashed potatoes 
with her fingers; changing her will 
to remember a tram ' acquaintance, 
only to change it next day in favor 
of a tradesman; spending $50,000 on 
Paris dressmakers in the last five 
years of her life; acting kittenish in 
the presence of men and carrying an 
early portrait to show what a shapely 
figure she had as a girl. 

Judge Foley agreed 


that Mrs. 
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Pratt’s actions were at the very least 
eccentric, but her money-making pro- 
pensities, he said, convinced him she 
was completely sane where finances 
were concerned—a decision for which 
the Escoffier ‘heirs, among others, 
today are grateful.

Jennifer’s plaints sounded a trifle 
skimpy. To support her charge of ex- 
treme cruelty, the 21-year-old wife 
had little to offer except that her 27- 
year-old husband loved her too much 
and didn’t argue with her enough. 

Judge Joseph W. Vickers didn’t 
appear to be impressed, even when 
Jennifer went on to describe how 
much she was bothered with jealousy. 

“My husband was very jealous,” 
she said. “When we played tennis, I 
had to play with him and nobodyelse. 
When we went dancing, he didn’t 
want me to dance wth anybody but 
him. It was just terrible.” 

Jennifer’s 24-year-old sister, Paul- 
ine Bruce, a former corporal in the 
Royal Canadian Air Force Auxiliary, 
was put on the stand to tell how em- 
barrassing Jay’s affection could be. 

“He was often very demonstrative 
in public,” Pauline said. “They 
would go to a night club or a party 
or something and he would have a 
few drinks and then he would begin 
pawing my sister while other people 
watched and giggied. It used to make 
Jennifer very mad.” 

Jennifer was irked, too, by her 
husband's insistence that she always 
keep up the appearance of wealth, 
Pauline said. 

“My sister and I liked to go about 
on street cars and buses,” she re. 
called, “but her husband didn’t want 
us to go on public conveyances. 

“Another thing, Mr. Gould was 
fond of wines, food and cigars. -Once 
my sister was going to prepare a 
simple dinner for some friends with- 
out bothering about wines. . Mr. 
Gould insisted on a formal dinner.” 

The fact that she was married to 
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Jomo GOULD, the pert and

a notable: was almost equally har- 
assing, Jennifer told the judge. When 
they went to restaurants he always 
attracted a lot of attention, she ex- 
plained. 

“It was embarrassing to me to 
have head waiters fussing around our 
table and people staring at us all the 
time. I wasn’t accustomed to that 
sort of thing, but my husband told 
me I was now Mrs. Jay Gould and I 
would just have to get used to it.” 

“I still don’t understand,” the 
judge interrupted. “Tell me now, 
what was the real quarrel, the fun- 
damental difficulty?” 

Jennifer bit her lip for a moment 
and then burst out: 

“Your Honor, if we could have 
had just one good argument, it 
would have been much better all 
around. But he wouldn’t argue with 
me. I continually had a feeling of 
frustration.” 

Soon after they were married, 
Jennifer said, she noticed a change 
in her husband’s attitude toward her. 
Although they didn’t quarrel, they 
didn’t often talk intimately and hap- 
pily together. 

“We never expressed any opinions 
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or discussed anything together,” she 
said. “I come from a family of 
artistic people, but he wasn’t inter- 
ested in the theatre or in art. Fora 
time I was studying voice, but I quit.” 

Judge Vickers asked a few ques- 
tions about Bruce Jay Gould, the 
couple’s three-months-old son, then 
referred the case to the Court of Con- 
ciliation. 

“Most wives who appear before 
me are upset because their husbands 
are cold and indifferent,” he pointed 
out, “but your grievance is that your 
husband was overly demonstrative 
and overly possessive. I don’t think 
that’s very surprising in a bride- 
groom during the first year and a 
half of fharriage. With such a beau- 
tiful wife, it would be strange if he 
were much different. What you com- 
plain of, most wives not only tolerate 
but encourage.” 

“Marriage is the foundation of our 
society and shouldn’t be dissolved 
just because two people don’t feel 
like living together. In this case, 
with an infant boy, I think the child 
should have the benefit of a real 
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home and mother and 

“This man, while he 
overly possessive, quite apparently 
has too much love for his wife. She 
should consider that she who marries, 
as the Bible has told her. should 
cleave unto him as against all others.” 

The Goulds, who were married in 
Beverly Hills in September, 1944, 
both appeared before the Conciliation 
Court but peace was still elusive. 

Finally Jennifer appeared before 
Judge Vickers again. This time she 
remembered something. 

“Only three months after our mar- 
riage,” she said, “I heard that my 
husband had very indiscreetly at- 
tended a party with a girl in a San 
Francisco hotel. When I taxea him 
with it, he admitted that it was true. 
He denied there had been any miscon- 
duct, although he said he stayed 
with the girl until way late in the 
morning. 

“He told me I ought to be broad. 
minded about such things, but that 
was impossible. From then on I just 
couldn't feel the same about him.” 

Margaret Harpstrite, director of 
the court conciliation service, said it 
appeared impossible to straighten out 
the couple’s differences. Gould, she 
added, had testified that he was no 
longer in love with his wife. 

That was enough for Judge Vick- 
ers. He granted Jennifer an interlocu- 
tory decree and approved a property 
settlement by which she and her son 
would receive $425 a month. 
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MEXICO CITY. 

ANY persons who knew hand- 

some, reckless Rodolfo Sal- 

dana Ruiz may have had rea- 
sons for wanting to kill him. Yet all 
that is certain is that Rodolfo Sal- 
dana is dead, leaving three women 
who call themselves his widow, one 
of them the exotic, red-haired Rheta 
Guggenheim, heiress to fortunes in 
America and Britain, and financier of 
his last wild, profligate fling. 

At first glance it looked like sui- 
cide, but you had only to look twice 
to find enough clues to stock an 
anthology of mystery stories. 

The romance of Saldana and 
Rheta began in 1943, when with her 
husband, a doctor, she visited Mex- 
ico. As the daughter of millionaire 
Albert Guggenheim of the American 
Smelting and Refining Company, 
and Fanny Baron, heiress to Eng- 
land’s Imperial Tobacco’ wealth, 
Rheta’s arrival caused quite a stir 
in Mexico City and near-by Cuerna- 
vaca, flowered paradise of interna- 
tional escapists. 

Rheta met the witty Saldana, 
attorney and promoter, and her in- 
terest wandered from her husband. 
Saldana was married to Luz Laguna, 
mother of his two children, but 
among the international set in Mex- 
ico City divorces are quick and con- 
venient. In 1944 he divorced Luz La- 
guna, and Rheta was divorced from 
her doctor. 

Then in December, 
and Saldana were married, 
little town of Naupalpan. 

For 18 months they appeared 
reasonably. happy. It was true that 
Saldana’ squandered $300,000 of 
Rheta’s money. It was true that he 
could not control his mounting debts, 
any more than he could ignore a 
glance from a beautiful woman. It 
was true that he bought $50 bottles 
of champagne for total strangers, 
and tucked $20 bills in the lapels of 
waiters until the buttonhole tips re- 
sembled carnations in full bloom. It 
was true that on occasion he disap- 
peared with the dark-eyed, 22-year- 
old Yolanda Bambarena, queen of the 
Spring Festival at Agua Caliente. 

Yet it could be said that he and 
Rheta were happy. They bought 
with the understanding Rheta fur- 
nishing the cash—the colorful fac- 
tory-hacienda where the famous 
Tillet prints, so sought by tourists, 
are produced. With the hacienda at 
Cuernavaca came a charming white 
bungalow, flanked by a huge swim- 
ming pool. Rheta also established 
an exclusive shop in Mexico City. 

At three o'clock one morning last 
July police were called to the bunga- 
low. They found Saldana_ dead, 
lying on his back on one of the

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cream-colored twin beds. Alongside 
his right hand, resting on his chest, 
was his own pearl-handled automatic. 
After the police had quieted the 
hysterical Rheta, she told them she 
arrived from Mexico City—two hours 
drive away-—at 10:30 p. m. to spend 
the week end. She and Rodolfo talked 
for an hour in the tiving room. Then 
Cesar Queijeiro, his confidential as- 
sistant and friend, entered the house, 
chatted for a moment, and retired. 
Then the couple prepared for: bed. 
Rheta said she was in the bathroom 
with the door closed, when she heard 
a shot. She found her husband lying 
on his left side with his pistol near 
his hand. She awakened Cesar. 
The police discovered that Saldana 
had been shot through the left side 
of ‘the head, although his pistol was 
near his right hand. They found no 
powder marks, indicating that the 
shot had been fired from a distance 
greater than three feet. Most discon- 
certing of all, they found no finger- 
prints—-not even Saldana'’s on the 
gun. Obviously, all fingerprints had 
been wiped clean. Guillermo Bernal, 
of the Mexico police department, 
co-operating with the Cuernavaca 
chief of police, General Escobar 
Esterger, decided “it was not pos- 
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sible” that Saldana had shot himself. 

On the warm summer evening all 
the doors and windows of the bunga- 
low were open and any one of 
Rodolfo’s many enemies could easily 
have- gained entrance and escaped. 

“What were you talking about, 
before your husband's death?” Rheta 
was asked. 

His debts, mostly. she_ replied. 
There was a matter of $5,000 received 
from a New York firm to buy electri. 
cal equipment. He had squandered it. 
There was $2,500 owed to Emilio 
Portes Gil, the former president of 
Mexico. She had given her husband 
a check to pay the debt, but he had 
tossed it away. There was another 
$25,000 unaccounted for, overdue pay- 
ments for the purchase of goods for 
the store. There was the matter of 


$3,000 in jewels which she had re 
ported as stolen.

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pany representative had announced 
they were taken by Saldana, and 
lavished on other women. 

On the night he was killed 
Yolanda was waiting for him in the 
Cuernavaca Inn. When Yolanda was 
questioned, she said she had always 
considered herself the wife of Sal 
dana, and that the child she bore 
was his. After his death, she wore 
mourning. A former §restaurar 
cashier also claimed to have had a 
child by Rodolfo. 

2odolfo’s first wife, Luz Laguna, 
still claimed she was his wife and 
heir, and announced she didn’t believe 
he killed himself. 

For a time it appeared there 
would be litigation between the three 
“wives” over Saldana’s estate. But it 
is evident now that Saldana will leave 
no estate--except perhaps $100,000 in 
debts which Rheta is willing to pay. 
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The Fight Fans Didn't Know If, 
but Tunney Was Talking Across 
1,000 Miles to Polly Lauder That 
Fateful Night of the Long Count. 


ENE TUNNEY stepped to the microphone. 
His barrel chest heaved in labored breath- 
ing. But he was smiling. 

He seemed oblivious to the roar from the thou- 
sands of fans milling outside the greatest amphi- 
theatre in the world. He leaned close, spoke 
auietly and earnestly: 

“Hello to my good friends in Greenwich,.Con- 
necticut.” 

It was September 22, 1927—now known in 
prizefight history as the Night of the Long Count. 
The place was Soldier Field in Chicago. Gene 
had just successfully defended his heavyweight 
championship, but the gods of chance had indeed 
been kind. ‘The purse he won that night made 
this once poor boy a millionaire. 

Knocked down for the first time in his career, 
Tunney had lain on the canvas for a full 15 sec- 
onds, but by a fluke he had not been counted out. 
As everyone knows, Jack Dempsey’s failure to re- 
tire to a neutral corner delayed the count. 

Tunney staggered to his feet toward the end of 
the count and weathered the challenger’s storm, 
voing on to win the bout on points. Now he was 
still world’s champion, and he was smiling. 

“Hello to my good friends in Greenwich, Con- 
necticut.” 

The largest radio audience that ever listened to 
a prizefight wondered idly who Tunney knew in 
Greenwich, Connnecticut. Had he said “Hello, 
mom” or “Hello, pop” or even “Hello, gang,” it 
would have been understandable, for prizefighters 
are supposed to indulge in simplicities, but fash- 
ionable Greenwich, Conn., near New York City, 
is far removed from the pugilistic orbit. 

Almost a year later the listeners were to know, 
but that night it was Tunney’s secret. That night 
Gene had clung to the champtonship with the 
tenacity of a bulldog, refused to let the crown 
topple off his head, all because his “other world” 
was waiting in Greenwich. His other world was 
Mary Josephine Lauder, known to her friends as 
Polly. She was listening in Greenwich 


OLLY’S grandfather, George Lauder, came to 

this country with Andrew Carnegie, his first 
cousin, and was one of the founders of the Car- 
negie Steel Corporation. Her father, George, Jr., 
had been one of America’s leading yachtsmen. 
She was accustomed to luxury, had gone to the 
best schools, was in top-drawer society. 

Gene was the son of a longshoreman, born in 
Greenwich Village, New York City. By all stand- 
ards, his and Polly’s paths should never have 
crossed, 

But cross they had, and the champion from 
yreenwich Village wanted to marry the princess 
from Greenwich, Conn. When Gene said hello to 
his “friends” in Greenwich he was telling Polly: 

“Polly, I did it. I’m still the world’s champion. 
I don’t come from your world, but I've reached the 
top of my own world, and nobody’s knocked me 
off. This way I feel maybe I have a right to 
love you.” 

Today, married 18 years and the parents of four 
children, Gene and Polly Tunney are an ideal 
wedded couple. ‘Their worlds have merged. 

When the nation learned in the fall of 1928 that 
Gene and Polly were engaged, it was something 
for the book. Gene, the most perfect specimen 
of fighting manhood in the world, and Polly, a 
virl who had everything——beauty, brains, social 
prestige, money. Even in that fabulous, fanciful 
age of gaudy prosperity the picture of a prize- 
fighter marrying a $50,000,000 heiress was unique. 

The public’s impression of Tunney was a trifle

blurred, to say the least. Everybody knew that a 
ring champ was supposed to be a guy with a 
maximum of muscle and a minimum of brains, 
yet here was Tunney reading all sorts of highbrow 
stuff and even giving lectures on Shakespeare. 

Scoffers who thought it was all a press agent's 
pipe-dream were considerably impressed when 
Gene went on a walking trip through Europe with 
Thornton Wilder, erudite author of “The Bridge 
of San Luis Rey.” They were almost convinced 
when Wilder told an anecdote of the trip: 

“Tunney and I were in a canoe which upset in 
rough water. Each of us had time for just one 
dive to bring up what we considered. most val- 
uable. I retrieved my cherished pipe. Tunney 
went down and came back up with a copy of 
Hazlitt’s essays between his teeth.” 

Those who were willing to admit that Gene 
might be a new kind of fisticuffer still couldn't 
forget his background. His determination to learn 
to fight scientifically was born when “Goo-Goo” 
Delaney’s big brother licked him because he had 
given “Goo-Goo” a. beating. From then on he 
boxed almost daily at a gymnasium and when he 
joined the Marines at the start of World War IL, 
he kept plugging away until he had won the light- 
heavyweight championship of the A. E. F. 


HOWEVER, the remark of one of his boyhood 
pals, delivered in later years, might have 
tipped off the careful observer to the fact that 
Tunney had always been bound, even in early 
life, for something better than a cauliflower ear: 

“We used to think he was a sissy because he 
read boeks and that sort of stuff and never took a 
drink or gave a skirt a tumble.” 

Gene was one of the first to arrive in France 
and one of the last to come back. Out of uniform, 
he entered professional boxing. 

He took one of the worst beatings in the history 
of the game from Harry Greb, light-heavy. They 
said Tunney was through, that no man could take 
such a beating and still be good. Turiney de- 
manded a rematch, gave Greb a thorough pasting. 

His eyes, however, were on bigger stuff than 
the light-heavy title. He relinquished this title and 
headed for the heavyweight division and a try at 
Jack Dempsey, the Manassa Mauler. To qualify 
he had to put on 20 pounds and he did. 

He worked his way through the heavyweight 
contenders until..the crack at Dempsey was in 
sight. It was about this time that he met Polly. 

A New York businessman who had become in- 
terested in Tunney’s future introduced him to 
Polly’s sister and she in turn brought about the 
meeting of Gene and Polly. Polly was 20 at the 
time, Gene 28. He was the coming heavyweight 
contender, the man of brain as well as oaawe, the 
fighter who talked correctly. 

Polly thought Gene personally attractive. 

If Gene had wanted to win the championship 
from Dempsey before, now he knew he had to win 
it. To get a girl like Polly he had to have some- 
thing—something big—to show. High birth, 
social breeding, money, these were things Gene 
had never enjoyed and Polly had always had. With 
the championship would come position—of a sort 
—and the money. 

On the night of September 23, 1926, a few 
months after he had met Polly, Tunney entered the 
ring with Dempsey in Philadelphia. He didn’t have 
a chance, they said. He was a light sliver of a 
man compared to rugged, man-killing Dempsey. 

But round after round Tunney boxed, coolly, 
efficiently, and Dempsey lumbered about the ring 
trying desperately for a knockout. Tunney won 
the decision and the championship in one of box- 
ing’s biggest upsets. Now he had his title, he was 
on the way to his money, and Polly Lauder was 
no longer an unattainable vision. 


HOUGH the world was unaware of the blossom- 

ing romance, Polly and Gene drew closer to- 
gether in the following months. Came the second 
Dempsey fight, the second victory, the radio mes- 
sage to “friends in Greenwich” and another big 
chunk of cash. He couldn’t quit until he had 
enough, but quit he would when the time came. 

It came on July 26, 1928, when he knocked out 
Tom Heeney of Australia at Yankee Stadium, then 
retired undefeated with $2,000,000 in the bank. 
Polly had reportedly said: “I won’t marry him 
until he’s out of the public eye.” 

He was out of the public eye now, or so he 
thought, and Polly said yes. 

Rumors of the impending marriage leaked out 
to the public in early August. From then until 
the wedding two months later Gene and Polly 
were front page news almost every day. Gene 
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had never liked publicity. Polly had never known 
it, but it was equally distasteful to her. They re- 
tired to the Lauder summer camp on St. John’s 
Island off South Bristol, Me. 

It soon became obvious that the coming nup- 
tials would attract as much attention as a London 
coronation. They decided on a wedding in Italy. 
Gene left to make the necessary arrangements. 

Polly’s departure on the Italian liner Saturnia 
was presumably secret, but reporters went along 
to radio daily reports on how she was standing 
the trip. One of them, Paul Williams of the New 
York Daily Mirror, made the journey under par- 
ticularly auspicious circumstances. 

, The only man on the Mirror with a visa, Wil- 
liams, financial writer, had been roused from bed 
late at night and told to rush to the soon-depart- 
ing boat. Above all, he must bring his dress 
clothes, else he would never gain entree to Polly 
and her friends. Williams’ dress clothes had gone 
to the cleaners. 

A bellboy from Williams’ hotel was employed 
to ‘climb over the open transom of the hotel clean- 
ing shop and recover the missing dress ‘suit. 
Williams rushed to the boat. 

When he opened his suit case he discovered 
that the dress suit therein was tremendously over- 
size. The financial writer was only five foot five. 
Though he did not know it then, the bellboy had 
retrieved the dress suit belonging to Primo Car- 
nera, Italian heavyweight prizefighter, who was 
staying at the same hotel. 

Williams put the dress suit on nevertheless. 
When Polly saw the ludicrous sight, she took an 
instant liking to Williams. She gave him choice 
items of news, enabling him te scoop his rivals. 

When the ship reached Naples, where Gene 
waited on the dock for Polly, Williams described 
the reunion thus: 

“While Vesuvius, ever faithful to romance and 
an idyllic setting, spouted smoke and flame in the 
distance, and the first rays of the morning sun 
glinted on the heights of beautiful Capri, Polly 
Lauder and Gene Tunney reached the heart of 
their rainbow ‘of romance.’ 

The civil marriage was performed in the Hotel 
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Piazzi by Registrar Commendatore Brofferio. 

Then came the religious ceremony. 

An orchestra played Mendelssohn’s Wedding 
March. Gene and Polly Knelt on red plush stools 
and exchanged camellias. Monsignor Breslin, vice 
rector of the American College of Rome, officiated. 

After pushing their way out of the hotel with 
the aid of police and honeymooning through 
Europe and North Africa, the Tunneys went to 
secluded Brioni Island near Pola, Italy. Here Polly 
became seriously ill with an abscessed appendix. 

The nearest doctors on whom Gene wanted to 
depend were in Berlin. In response to his mes- 
sages, Dr. A. V. and Fritz Meyer set out for the 
remote island and virtually the entire world 
waited to see if they would win the race. 


N improvised operating room was prepared. 

Gene spent three days pacing the corridors 
outside it. George Bernard Shaw, whom he had 
met on the hiking trip with Wilder and who lived 
near by, often paced with him. When the doctors 
had performed their operation and emerged to tell 
him it was successful, Tunney broke into tears. 

The Tunneys returned to America in December 
1929. They settled in a large but unpretentious 
country home near Stamford, Conn. Their first 
son, Gene Lauder Tunney, was. born November 18, 
1931. Three years later there was another son, 
James Joseph Tunney, which was the name by, 
which Gene Sr. had been christened. The third 
son, John Varick, was born in 1936 and a daughter, 
Joan, in 1938. 

It didn’t take Gene much longer to get in the 
recent war than it did in the first one. He was a 
director of two large corporations and president 
of the board of American Distilling Company, but 
he severed all business connections to become a 
lieutenant-commander in charge of all Navy 
physical training. 

At present he is devoting most of his time to 
the presidency of the Stamford Building Corpora- 
tion, which is erecting 500 homes for veterans. 

He still sticks to the training rules that made 
him champion. A New Yorker who was with him 
in an elevator the other day told a friend: 

“T’ll bet he could get in the ring with Joe Louis 
tomorrow and knock his block off!”

T THE age of 16, Lena Himmel- 

stein, an orphaned Russian im- 

migrant, arrived in New York 

City, where compatriots had made ar- 

rangements for her to marry a man 
she had never seen. 

Lena took one look at the pros- 
pective bridegroom and said no. All 
she wanted was a job and a chance 
to learn English. 

That was in

1897-49 years ago. 
slight, gray-haired 
grandmother of 65, she divides her 
time between her country home at 
Croton-on-the-Hudson and her Fifth 
Avenue apartment all the while 
keeping an eye on the $45,000,000-a- 
year business founded on an entirely 
new idea that brought her great 
wealth and has been a great boon to 
expectant mothers. ; 

She is the Lane Bryant—Mrs. 
Lane Bryant Malsin—who originated 
the idea of maternity dresses, de- 
signing and making the first in her 
little neighborhood shop. 

Her first job—soon after she re- 
fused to marry the man picked out 
for her-—-was in a lingerie factory. 
She earned a dollar a week. 

Two years later, when she was 18, 
she was drawing the top weekly pay 
of $15. She married a man many 
years her senior, Davis Bryant, a jew- 
eler, also Russian born. When he 
died, Mrs. Bryant’s only inheritance 
was her son, Raphael, and a pair of 
handsome earrings, her late hus- 
band’s wedding gift. 

She opened a little dressmaking 
shop way up on Fifth Avenue, New 
York, near 120th Street. Time after 
time she had to pawn the earrings to 
pay the rent. She was deft with the 
needle, but inept at handling the fi- 
nancial details. She charged low 
prices and kept no record of sales. 

Dismaved at her lack of’ business 
acumen, her brother-in-law insisted on 
lending her $300 as working capital. 
When Lena went to deposit the 
money at the bank, a guard looked 
over her shoulder as she was making 
out the slip. Becoming flustered, she 
transposed the letters of her name 
and wrote Lane instead of Lena. The 
account went through that way. Rath- 
er than raily the courage to change 
it, she became Lane Bryant. 

She struggled along with her lit- 
tle shop until 1907, when opportunity 
unexpectedly knocked at her door. 

A customer, who was expecting a 
baby, asked her if there wasn’t some 
way of making a tea gown with an 
elastic waist instead of the usual tight 
belt—a concealing but attractive dress 
that could be worn several months 
instead of just a few weeks. 

Lena met the challenge. She rec- 
ognized the value of this unique idea, 
and from it developed the Lane Bry- 
ant line of maternity dresses. 

Lena designed for the customer a 
dress with an adjustable waist and 
camouflaging pleats. 

The success of the new design was 
immediate. Friends of the customer 
went to Lena for specially designed 
maternity dresses. : 

Orders for the revolutionary de- 
sign poured in. Department stores 
tried unsuccessfully to get Lane Bry- 
ant to work for them. She pre- 
ferred her independeftce. 

The pretty, young widow married 
Albert Malsin, a mechanical engi- 
neer, in 1909. She continued with her 
shop. Malsin saw its possibilities. 
He convinced his reluctant wife they 
should go after more business. They 
moved to larger quarters in a 38th 


Street loft near Fifth Avenue. of 


He convinced her, too, thatthe 
best way to increase their business 
was by adverising, and in 1911, a 
New York dail¥ carried the first ad- 
vertisement for a maternity dress 
ever to appear in a newspaper. 

It brought prompt results. 

Women were attracted by the 
forthright copy that read: 

“Maternity wardrobes that do not 
attract attention. It is no longer the 
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fashion nor the practice for expect- 
ant mothers to stay in seclusion. Doc- 
tors, nurses and psychologists agree 
that at this time a woman should 
think and live as normally as pos- 
sible. To do this she must go about 
among other people, and to go about 
among other people happily, she must 
look like other people. 

“Lane Bryant has vcriginated ma- 
ternity apparel in which the expect- 
ant mother may feel as other women 
feel because she looks as other wom- 
en look.” 

Business was so good that Malsin 


persuaded his wife to originate a new 


line of large dresses specially for 
stout women. 

Malsin started a nation-wide cam- 
paign. In 1916, he wrote a series of 
articles for The American Weekly in 
which he told how the laws of phy- 
Sics, optics, color and mathematics 
were used in designing clothes for too 
generously built women. 

The articles were convincing and 
effective. By 1919, sales had made 
such an increase that the company 
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Lena Took One Look at 
the Man She Had Come 
Here to Marry, Sight Un- 
seen, and Said She'd Rather 
Have a Job and a Chance 
to Learn the English 
Language. 
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moved into a building of its own, a 
block away from its new 1946 ten- 
story structure at 40th and Fifth Ave. 

Malsin died in 1923, but he had 
seen his faith justified. Branches of 
the business were flourishing in Chl- 
cago, Detroit and Brooklyn. 

Today, the 24 stores in the chain 
do a $45,000,000-a-year business. 

Mrs. Malsin is unimpressed with 
her wealth and position and prefers 
anonymity. She accomplished what 
she set out to do when she came to 
America. She learned English and she 
got a job.

session. He feels it will help stem 
the rising tide of broken homes.

T HAS been said that a little knowl- 
edge is a dangerous thing. Nowhere 
is it more dangerous than in the 

minds of two people who are setting 
out to establish a home. 

If ever there is a time in your life 
when much knowledge is an absolute 
essential to success, that is it. For 
more marriages are wrecked on the 
rocks of ignorance than for any other 
reason. 

Because Mothers and Fathers have 
failed fully to inform their children 
on #he realities and perils which can 
beset married life, I now propose that 
the government will *have to take over 
that job in order to prevent the 
American family, which is the base 
of our American way of life, from 
completely breaking up. 

The country is tired of having 
two-fifths of its newlyweds (it'll be 
half of them by 1965, it’s feared) 
botching up their married lives, 
wrecking their homes, periling their 
children’s decency and airing their 
scandalous troubles in divorce courts. 

The people are in a mood to com- 
pel future moonstruck sweethearts 
to make a success of marriage or 
please refrain from even looking up 
the justice of the peace. 

Maybe you know already, if you’re 
young and of marriageable age, about 
the bees and the birds. Do you also 
know about babies and budgets? 
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— BETTER MARRIAG 


They’re important in marriage, too. 

The answer to the divorce prob. 
lem lies not in the divorce court. In 
the majority of instances, the mar- 
riage has died long before we're called 
in to make out the death certificate. 


The answer:lies in education. It 
seems, however, that education, if it 
is to reach down into the.minds of 
every couple, must be made com- 
pulsory to all. 

I propose a series of compulsory 
lectures, to inform the young people 
on the realities of married life. I am 
not against romance and sentiment. 
But too often the rosy glow that sur- 
rounds love and courtship is a fog 
that keeps youngsters from knowing 
what they’re really getting into. The 
lecture course should be administered 
by the state. At its end an examina- 
tion should determine whether the 
couple is sufficiently educated enough 
to be entrusted with the privilege of 
marrying, establishing a home and 
rearing children. ~ 

I have considered carefully over a 
period of years covering my experi- 
ence or the divorce bench, what the 
essential knowledge of a married 
couple must be. Here are the major 
points: 

1. Economic adjustment. The lec- 
ture course should contain a discus- 
sion of the necessity for reaching an 
agreement on the manner in which 
the family budget is to be spent. 

I recall One tragic case in which 
the girl, daughter of a_ well-to-do 
family, married a man with a low 
income. They married in haste, and 
the girl did not even wonder what his 
income was. When she found her 
standard of living consiaerably low- 
ered, dissension between them grew, 
and inevitably they came to divorce 
court. If they had only discussed 
finances before they were married, 
they either would have waited or 
the girl could have seen what she was 
getting into and there would have 
been no recriminations afterward. 

2. The emotional side of marriage. 


The lectures shouid include a frank 
discussion of the emotional adjust- 
ment necessary on the part of both 
man and woman. 

3. The relationship between the 
married couple and the families of 
both parties; in other words the “in- 
law” problem. ‘The course should 
show the couple how to make adjust- 
ments in “doubling-up” and other 
such situations. 

A large percentage of divorces are 
caused over this problem of in-laws. 
In one case the young bride —-who, 
incidentally, had never met her 
mother-in-law before inarriage -was 
compelled by the housing shortage to 
establish their home in the house of 
her husband’s parents. She couldn't 
take having a comparative stranger 
retain some influence over her hus- 
band and home. So the marriage 
ended when she compelled the. un- 
happy groom to choose’ between 
mother and wife. 

An acquaintance with her mother- 
in-law over a longer courtship period, 
or even a little psychological instruc- 
tion would have helped save the 
marriage. 

4. The lecture course should in- 
clude basic information on the rear- 
ing of a family and the fundamentals 
of child psychology and the under- 
standing of children’s behavior. 

Just recently a 20-year-old mother 
ran away from hospital, home, hus- 
band and newborn baby because she 


thought her child was “red and ugly, 


and would disappoint her husband:” 
Happily they were reunited after the 
mother experienced a change of heart. 
She just didn’t know that all new- 
born babies looked that way. It 
didn’t wreck that home, but it cer- 
tainly could have. 

2. The effects of divorce on chil- 
dren of broken marriages and the 
manner in which those effects are 
connected with juvenile delinquency. 

I had.one couple in with two chil-

dren, a boy, seven, and a girl, four. 
They wanted to separate, The woman 
charged the man with being unfaith- 
ful, and vice versa. They were full 
of accusations. I listened a while and 
then brought out a few statistics and 
court records of juvenile delinquency 
proving that a large percentage of the 
delinquents came from broken homes. 

Then I pointed out to the wife that 
her husband’s misconduct, if true, was 
not necessarily an indicalion that he 
could not in the future be a good 
husband and father. I then pointed 
out to the husband that even if his 
wife were guilty also, it might have 
been because he had neglected her. 

They both then sensibly realized 
that if they wanted to keep their chil- 
dren out of mischief they had better 
stay out of mischief themselves. 

6. The part of the school and the 
church in the home, and necessity for 
a satisfactory relationship between 
parents, teachers and other youth 
leaders and instructors. 

Such a lecture course of six to 
eight weeks, if it were made compul- 
sory before a wedding license were 
granted, would not only serve to 
inform the individuals, but it would 
do away entirely with hasty mar- 
riages and their attendant evils. 

Does this marriage course sound 
like a radical step? Do you question 
the right of the state to interfere with 
your desire to get married when you 
please and to insist that you must 
attend lectures and classes and suc- 
cessfully complete your course before 
you are considered fit for marriage? 

The answer is this: When the 
rights of the individual tend to 
threaten society in general, then 
social legislation must be written to 
protect society. This was done in the 
passage by many states of the law 
requiring physical examinations be- 
fore marriage.

A new approach in 
medical science promises 
to rescue many persons 
with heart symptoms. 

This new approach is 
known as “psychosomat- 
ic medicine.” “Psycho” 
refers to mind; “soma” 
to body. Psychosomatic 
medicine studies how the 
mind affects body orguns. 

Mary G. did not die. 
She rallied and under 
careful treatment be- 
came well enough to 
resume a normal life. 

How was this cure 
accomplished? It was 
simply that one doctor 
considered Mary as a 
person rather than as 
just a patient. 

Mary had her first 
attack at work in her 
father’s office. She was 
his secretary. A domi- 
neering man, he expected 
more from her than 
from his other employes. 

The physician discov- 
ered that Mary felt like 
a slave in the office. 

The heart attacks represented an 
escape which she could not make 
consciously. 

s3efore Mary could start on the road 
to recovery, the doctor had to make 
both her and her father realize that 
she was a mature, independent person 
with a right to her own mind. When 
relieved of the anxiety of returning to 
work and she knew that her father 
understood, she began to get well. 

Through numerous nerve path- 
ways the mind rules the heart. This 
is not surprising. The heart has long 
been considered the center of human 
emotions, but it is their target. 

When we are disappointed in love, 
we say we are “heartbroken.” <A 
little child tugs at our “heart strings.” 
Expressions like “heartfelt, heartless, 
hardhearted, heart-rending, heart- 
sick,” are common terms in our daily 
language. Love and hate, fear and 
anger, are expressed with reference 
to the heart. 

They’re not rooted in it but cer- 
tainly influence its functions. Heart 
pumps blood even to the hrain, the 
seat of the mind. ‘The two are close 
partners. 

Take the case of Helen M. A 
physically strong person, she lost in- 
terest in her own weakling husband 
and fell in love with the husband of 
a life-long friend. Suddenly, she de- 
veloped a serious heart trouble that 
put her in the hospital. 
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is -the nation’s greatest killer 
It strikes down more per- 


deeply religious, 
morally rigid person. She uncon- 
sciously settled the problems that 
might arise from the complicated 
situation in which she found herself 
by becoming sick. The doctor was 
able to begin a fundamental cure only 
when he uncovered the personal de- 
tails of her life and found out the 
kind of person she was, 

Like many new things, psycho 
somatic medicine has a touch of the 
very old. The idea of considering the 
whole person in 
relation to an ill- 
ness is the scien- 
tific counterpart 
of the good old- 
fashioned family 
doctor approach. 

The physician 
who is __practi- 
cally a member 
of the family 
never cures just the measles or the 
mumps. He makes wel] little freckle- 
faced Harry or golden-haired Alice. 
Ill people are individual humans to 
the family doctor. 

Physicians trained in psycho- 
somatic concepts ask, “How can we 
heal the heart as a physical unit sep- 
arate from the person? How can we 
cure the condition without making 
healthy the whole person?” 
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Emotions as Well as Germs 
Can Cause Disease, and the 
New Medical Science Employs 
Psychology as Well as Drugs 
to Cure Many Ailments 


Betty W., for instance, a 
beautiful young girl, always 
got a tight feeling in her chest when. 
ever a man proposed to her. she 
pleaded that her “heart condition” 
made it impossible for her to be a 
good wife. After several such oc- 
casions, she began to develop con- 
tinuing symptoms. 

A physician was able to help her 
only when he found out that she had 
a morbid fear of getting married, By 
curing her of this fear he was also 
able to help her heart condition. 

Heart diseases of strictly psycho- 
logical origin—-symptoms without ap- 
parent cause--were common, in the 
army. They 
ranged from one 
quarter of all 
heart disease pa- 
tients in general 
hospitals to 41 
per cent of such 
patients in Sta- 
tion hospitals. 
The only treat- 
ment for such 
cases was to get to know the person 
and to uncover the reasons in the 
mind for developing these troubles. 

Psychosomatic medicine owes most 
to the work of Dr. Sigmund Freud, 
great Viennese founder of psycho- 
analysis. He established the principles 
that there are deep unconscious in- 
fluences guiding our daily lives. 

The power of psychosomatic medi- 
cine has been most obvious in dealing 
with “functional” heart conditions. 
(A “functional” ailment is one in

which there is no 

obvious damage 

of the organ, but 

symptoms of the disease 

are there anyway.) However, 

the psychosomatic approach 

has also proved immensely 

valuable in treating rhet- 

matic heart disease, heart 

trouble related to high blood pressure, 

and the other physical changes de- 
ranging circulation. 

The psychosomatic approach can 
also be used to head off the develop- 
ment of heart maladies. 

Many heart complaints have no 
ordinary physical basis. But unless 
the deeper psychological causes are 
uprooted quickly, a harmful physical 
condition can develop in the heart 
and blood vessels. Instead of turning 
a patient away with a hearty, “There’s 
nothing wrong with you,” doctors can 
now prevent any chance of future 
trouble by exploring the case psycho- 
somatically and eliminating: the symp- 
toms. 

In addition, there are persons with 
organic impairment of the heart who 
could improve if they followed doc- 
tors’ orders. But they continu&lly 
disobey instructions and becorne 
worse. Only a _ psychosomatic ap- 
proach, discovering the personality 
problems which prevent these per- 
sons from. disciplining themselves 
to save their lives, can help them. 

This approach to disease is deeper 
therapy than so many brands of 
“mental healing,” which mostly mean 
some attempt at curing. the patient 
by simple suggestion that his symp- 
toms should go away. Since many 
emotional troubles are “hidden 
away,” buried in the patient’s forgot- 
ten memories, special skill is needed 
to dig them up and attack them. 

Psychosomatic medicine offers 
hope to the hordes of humans upon 
whom the verdict of heart disease has 
been pronounced. At last, there is an 
appeal from this doom.

ENRY VIII was tough with 

women, but he thought they 

were tough with him. The 
legend of his savage nature is so 
strong that we forget the account of 
himself which he liked to give. Ac- 
cording to him the ladies were either 
inconsiderate or inadequate. 

By temperament he wasn’t a mar- 
rying man, but his heart’s desire was 
a son to sit on the throne of England 
after him, and since England liked to 
have its kings legitimate, Henry mar- 
ried, however much against his will. 
His luck was always bad. 

Just look at the record: First there 
was Catherine of Aragon, the widow 
of his brother Arthur. She gave him 
a daughter, Mary, who in time in- 
herited the throne, but there was no 
son. Henry argued 
that it wasn’t his fault. 
He knew because he 
had made an experi- 
ment with a certain 
Elizabeth Blount, and 
the result was a boy, 
named by his father 
the Duke of Richmond 
and Somerset, but 
nothing more could be 
done with him. 

The Duke of Rich- 
mond ard Somerset 
was born in 1519, three 
years after Mary, and 
Catherine wasn’t di- 
vorced until 1533. 
Henry, from his own 
point of view, was 
patient with her. If he 
could have a son, why 
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and cordial terms. When he realized 
it was unlikely that she would give 
him a son, or even a daughter, he 
moved on to her sister Anne. He 
liked the Boleyn family. The father 
was a useful official at court, and the 
girls were entertaining and kind, if 
Slightly strong willed.

In. 1536 Henry. learned beyond 
question, or so he thought, that Anne 
had been devoting herself to five 
other men, including her own brother. 
He executed the whole batch, Anne 
and the five, and in the same month 
married Jane Seymour, a quiet little 
thing, less vivacious than the Boleyn 
girls. A few months later Jane pro- 
duced a sickly child, but at least it 
was a boy, Edward VI. Henry thought 
Jane was the perfect wife. He was 
sure of it, when 12 days after 
the birth of his one legitimate son, 
she died. He looked around for 
another woman, if possible like her. 
By this time he knew what to look 
for. Nobody like Catherine of Ara- 
gon, of course. Undoubtedly she had 
been a good woman, but even after 
her inadequacy for his purposes had 
been demonstrated, she refused to re- 
sign; having thus forced him, as it 
were, to throw her out of the house, 


she thought herself badly treated. 
The defects of the Boleyn girls 
were obvious. Henry felt that he had 
a right to browse around and put a 
woman through her paces before he 
married her. How else could he be 
sure? But the kind of girl he ad- 
mired was the high-minded type like 
Jane Seymour, who never, never 
could be interested in any male ex- 
cept her lawfully wedded spouse. 
Prime Minister Cromwell: and 
Archbishop Cranmer found his next 
wife for him, Anne of Cleves. She 
was a minor princess from Flanders. 
In a recent book, “My Lady of 
Cleves,” published by Macrae-Smith, 
Margaret Campbell Barnes empha- 
sizes Anne’s unlimited patience and 
her cheerful disposition. She could 
laugh or smile over situations which 
for other girls might have been dis- 
couraging. She had once been en- 
gaged to a handsome prince, but he, 
with the selfish independence of the 
younger generation, insisted on see- 
ing her before he married her. So 
they met, and«he promptly married 
someone else. 
This section of the report made 
Henry shy off a bit. He wanted the 
girl sent to England for an inspec- 
tion before he committed himself, but 
his advisors felt the distinction should 
be preserved between marriage and 
a cattle show.

She 
expressed pleasure at having met 
hirn, and hoped their friendship would 
continue unbroken, 

Henry assigned to her a comfort- 
able residence, thinking it would prob- 
ably be temporary. He also settled 
on her a good income, hoping it too 
would be temporary, but she liked 
the income and held on to it. 

Her days were quiet, but that was 
the kind of life she preferred, and 
now, free of her parents and free of 
her husband, she could manage her 
affairs as she wished. She spent her 
time over the housework, and per- 
sonally supervised the cooking. Hav- 
ing a natural talent for needlework, 
she kept her own wardrobe in repair. 

Servants and neighbors were fond 
of her; she followed Henry’s matri- 
monial fortunes to the end, with cor- 
dial smiles; and she survived him by 
ten years.

He 
doesn’t know the call is coming from 
a “boiler room” where salesmen sit 
at telephone desks, pushing through 
call after call from lists of prospec- 
tive victims before them, The talk 
goes like this: 

“Mr. Business Man, this is the 
treasurer of the So-and-So Gold Min- 
ing Corp. Through a mutual friend, 
one of our shareholders, we have 
been persuaded to call you on a con- 
fidential matter. You will treat this 
confidentially, of course?” 

The assurance usually is given. 
The salesman has the first yes. If 
he doesn’t get it, he bypasses the 
question and proceeds: 

“Our stock, due to certain dis- 
coveries which have not yet been 
made public, is due to rise sharply 
.in the next few days. We have as- 
signed to you 2,000 shares at 40 
cents. The books are about to be 
closed. Here is the opportunity of a 
lifetime. Act now. Others are mak- 
ing fortunes, Why not you?” 

Hundreds of otherwise intelligent 
business men and women fall fer this 
racket with headquarters in Toronto, 
Canada. Many wire cash for stock 
without any further information: If 
the prospect hesitates, - he is warmed 
up with a flood of mail, glowing with 
the promise of wealth. é 

Once a prospect is hooked, he is 
marked for a reload. Meanwhile the 
swindlers arbitrarily have advanfed 
the price of the shares a few cents. 
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The victim again hears the. magic 
“Toronto calling.” 

“Mr. Business Man, you are hold- 
ing 2,000 shares of our gold mining 
stock. The stock now is selling at 
50 cents and is going to 80 soon. You 
bought at 40. We've already made 
you some money. We advise you to 
round out your trading block and 
make it 5,000 shares.” 

It’s as simple as that. The pros- 
pect feels his first judgment is vin- 
dicated. He has been a smart man. 
The catch is there is no market for 
the stock, for such fly-by-night pro- 
motions are not traded on the ex- 
change. 

According to recent’ estimate, 
these long distance stock swindlers 
are garnering $1,000,000 a week from 
gullible Americans, 

What makes it easier is that Can- 
ada is going through a widely pub- 
licized mining boom based on real 
gold discoveries. The Kirkland Lake 
district in northern Ontario has pro- 
duced many rich mines in the last 
few years and their owners have be- 
come fabulously wealthy. Kirkland 
Lake, a town of about 20,000, is over- 
run with gyps, stock swindlers and 
high-pressure promoters. 

To sell their phony mines they 
flaunt the story of the late Sir Harry 
Oakes, who was murdered in 1943 in 
the Bahamas. With four other pros- 
pectors he got a claim later named 
the Tough-Oakes Mine. At the start 
he personally peddled the stock to 
raise enough money to sink a Shaft. 
A hotel clerk, who later had to pay 
the hotel proprietor out of his own 
pocket, accepted some of Oakes’ stock 
for a hotel bill, When Oakes sunk 
his shaft, the ore assayed $700 a ton. 
The mine made the hotel clerk a rich 
man. Oakes a multimillionaire. 

In Kirkland Lake they tell of a 
Chinese laundryman who was always 
willing to take a few shares of stock 
for a laundry bill. He is reputed to 
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be one of the district’s richest men— 
all from mining shares. 

Such stories, with factual base, 
smooth the path for swindlers, -Al- 
most any spot anywhere in a district 
where there is an ore-bearing mine 
will do for a stock promotion. It 
Starts with a name, an incorporation 
and stock certificates. Perhaps a 
few holes are drilled so claims of 
actual tests can be made, Mail cir- 
culars and phony financial tip sheets 
are part of the racketeers’ Campaigns. 

The prospective investor’s name 
has been obtained tvom “sucker lists” 
which have been purchased in the 
United’ States, often at a penny a 
name. ‘The list provides salient facts 

the man’s or woman’s business, the 
number and make of cars’ owned, 
value of-the home, other investments, 
clubs, probable income and wealth. 

In Oklahoma City, an executive 
purposely managed to get his name 
on sucker lists. He has received 
mailings from 19 Canadian stock pro- 
moters, seven of whom made long 
distance calls. 

One broker admitted he sent 500.- 
OOO letters at a cost of $40,000 to 
“sucker list’ names in the United 
States, He got 3,000 replies. These 
were followed up with more letters 
and then phone calls. 

Psychology of the racket is air- 
tight. It is based on the probability 
that the prospect will be flattered by 
a long distance call, ‘The salesman 
us®s a Canadian accent, either as- 
sumed or real. 

Even where there is a showing of 
gold, most of the companies pushed 
by stock racketeers are doomed to 
bankruptcy. Canadian mining com- 
panies usually are formed on a basis 
of 3,000,000 shares. Of these, the 
founders of the company get 1,200,- 
OOO for leases and other considera- 
tions. ‘To raise operating funds, the

company has 1,800,000 shares. 

Stock racketeers buy this treasury 
stock on a rising scale, usually five 
cents a share for the first 200,000 
shares, 10 cents for the next 200,000. 
It costs on an average of $750,000 to 
bring a mine into production. 

Law €énforcement agencies have 
been unable to do much to curb this 
wholesale swindling because our 
Government’s extradition treaty does 
not cover security violations. A new 
treaty is in the making. Ontario has 
given some cooperation against the 
fake operations, but there also has 
been opposition on the ground that 
the treaty might allow extradition of 
honest operators on technicalities. 

California, New Jersey, Michigan, 
Ohio, Missouri and Pennsylvania 
have obtained cease and desist orders 
against some of-the most flagrant 
operators. <A total of 190 actions 
have been taken. ‘They involved 272 
defendants in Toronto. But the pro- 
moters are individually safe as long 
as they stay in Canada. 

In the case of a new mine, X may 
mark the spot where the gold was 
found, but it also may mark the spot 
where hard-earned savings have been 
lost. Here are some clues which the 
careful speculator follows before he 
parts with his cash: 

Who is the broker? 

Does he offer the “opportunity of 
a lifetime of big profits?” 

Is extravagant ‘anguage 
letters and printed matter? 

‘Do they advise “Grab it, brother, 
quick?” Or, “We are makihg you a 
very special offer, so dont tell?” 

Are “tipster sheets’’ used by the 
salesman? 

Where will the money invested go? 

Has the price of the stock been 
going up before mine earnings justl- 
fies it?

ARENTS who hope they’ll discern 
p: glimmer of genius in their 

children, and find instead that 
they have only sound, normal! young- 
sters, are lucky on one count. They 
can be sure their boys and girls won't 
develop into the kind of one-sided 
personality that’s brilliant in a single 
way and otherwise tragically sub- 
normal. 

Scientists get a chance to study 
such a personality occasionally, and 
they call it an “idiot-genius” or 
“jdiot-savant.” Such a one is Louis. 

In‘ the time when he was between 
11 and 14 years old, psychologists 
regularly examined him. They found 
he could almost instantly tell the day 
of the week on which anyone’s birth- 
day had fallen if he were told the 
date... He knew all the leap year 
dates for two centuries, He 
could spell a multitude of 
words backward.and forward. 

“He’s a whizz!” people 
would say when they first 
met him, and then they’d 
find that he didn’t know the 
meaning of any of the words 
he spelled and never learned 
how to use a knife, fork or 
spoon. 

He. could listen to a diffi- 
cult piano piece, and soon 
play it after a fashion by ear 
but he didn’t have the rea- 
soning power to put on his 
shoes or turn a doorknob un- 
til after he was 10. 

Aside from his memory for 
dates, figures and sounds 
such as piano notes, he was 
helpless as a baby. That was 
the finding of examining 
psychologists from four uni- 
versities. The cause of his 
condition they could not say. 

Some cases of “idiot-savants”

He developed his odd mental gym- 
nastics, the examiners coneluded, be- 
cause he found that only in this ar- 
resting way could he come to terms 
with the normal world ordinarily be 
yond his grasp. 

Like other “idiot-geniuses,” he 
apparently happened upon a field in 
which he could excel, such as mem- 
orizing innumerable calendar pages. 
His whole mind centered on that be- 
cause he couldn’t make it function in 
any other way that would help him 
communicate with normal people. 

Often “idiot-geniuses’”” remember 
facts, but cannot reason. This frag- 
ment of a conversation illustrates it:

The youngster could 
recall isolated details, 
but couldn’t connect 
them. He lacked what psychologists 
labeled “abstract attitude.” 

Probably the most notable 
“genius-idiot” was one called Blind 
Tom, although he was not really 
blind. He was bern a slave in Geor- 
gia, learned to play the piano by ear. 
At 12, he was taken to New York, 
gave recitals in which he played one 
tune with his right hand, another 
with his left in a different key, and 
at the same time sang a third in a 
still different key. 

He had a repertoire of 5,000 pieces 
but was too feeble-minded to learn 
to read music. When audiences ap- 
plauded him, he didn’t sense the 
tribute; he applauded, too. 

Personalities like these can’t be 
blamed on environment. Psychol- 
ogists believe that some other eccen- 
tric twists-of mind can. Sometimes 
parents, trying to force their children 
beyong their mental capacities, can 
heat them toward a breaking point. 

This happened in the case of a 
brilhant Russian-born neurologist, 
Dr. Boris Sidis, at Harvard; he used 
hypnotism on his son, William, to 
make him an infant prodigy. 

When he was four, William could

typewrite in English and French. He 
was ready to enter Harvard at nine, 
but had to wait until he was 11. 

In his first college year, he as. 
tounded his instructors by lecturing 
on the fourth dimension. ‘The next 
year he had a nervous breakdown. 
Then he spent a year in a sanatorium. 
At 16 he was graduated from Har. 
vard in the class with Sumner Welles 
and Leverett Saltonstall. 

This was, Indeed, an example of 
a forced, “hot-house genius,” the pro- 
fessors said. Here was a youth with 
unusual mental agility. What, they 
wondered, would he do with it? 

They didn’t wonder long. At 20, 
he went to Texas as a professor of 
mathematics. He gave up almost at 
once. For the next 26 years, a 
bachelor, he worked as an office 
clerk, lived in a hall room, and his 
consuming interest in life was the 
collecting of street car transfers. 

“I think the boy was very largely 
ruined by his father,” said Dr. Lewis 
M. Terman, an authority on genius, 
after William’s death in Boston. 

He and other authorities agree: 
It’s a fateful misfortune to be the 
parents of an “idiot-genius;” it’s a 
misfortune, too, to be the parents of 
a “hot-house genius,” and this you 
can avoid if you don’t force a child 
beyond his capacity.

RACETRACK killing nowadays is usually 

a slight case of murder involving racke- 

teer bookmakers. In its original sense 
the term is almost obsolete because the “Iron 
Men” or mutuel machines can’t be slaughtered 
and modern bookies operate on the principle that 
only the players are supposed to lose. 

But things -were ailierent in the days of 
Marcus Daly, Montana’s -Copper King. 

This money-making genius from the 
Old Sod-—-who parlayed a strong con- 
stitution, a pick and shovel and a 
shrewd mind into a fortune so great 
that his heirs and theirs will live in 
luxury for generations—ruined more 
books in his day than Hitler did in the 
role of censer of Nazi reading. 

When the tide of Irish immigration 
was engulfing America after the Civil 
War, the more. conservative of the 
newcomers were satisfied to settle in 
the industrial East and take the menial 
employment that awaited them there 
but the adventurous spirits headed 
west. Marcus Daly, as fine a broth of 
a b’hoy as ever left the port of Queens- 
town for the New World, with the dew 
of Erin on his cheeks, was among the bolder ones 
for whom arrival in New York was only the first 
half of the journey cempleted. 

In the raw mining town of Butte, Mont., Daly 
found a bit of County Cork transplanted in Amer- 
ican soil. He also found his metier there, and it 
wasn't long before his drive and native ability had 
made him general manager of the Anaconda Cop- 
per Company. 

One of his first acts as general manager 
was to establish a minimum daily wage of 
$3 for the mine workers. When Anaconda’s 
Wall Street board of directors protested 
against this “radical step,” Daly gave them 
the back of his fist with the ultjmatum: 
“Ye'l! pay the b’hoys three dollars a day or 
yell get yerself a new gineral manager.” 

The board of directors diplomatically 
changed the subject after that ultimatum 
and Daly remained as genera] manager 
until his death in 1900. So strong was his 
influence in Butte that the whole town fol 
lowed his example on the minimum wage. 

Daly employed 3,500 in his mines and 35 on 
his daily newspaper, The Anaconda Standard, on 
which Hy Schneider, eminent turf writer, broke 
in. Hy says Marcus used to say the 35 news. 
papermen gave him more trouble than the 3,500 
miners but that he loved them all. 

It’ has been said that there’s something wrdéng 
with an Irishman who doesn’t love horses. Marcus 
Daly was a “right” Irishman in this respect, too. 
He not only had that “way with horses” that 
seems to be the heritage of Celts but, when he 
had the means at his command, he devoted him- 
self to the mission of improving the breed, not 
in the coupon-clipping sense of modern breed- 
improvers but by acquiring the best racing blood 
America, England, Ireland and France offered. 


ARCUS found it easy to outsmart book- 

makers. 

Maybe it, was their crass ignorance of the 
noble beast that made him despise the 
whole race of bookmakers as if they were 
Sassenachs (Lord forbid!) from Peérfidjus 
Albion. Daly, a devoted follower of Richard 
Croker, the Tammany chieftain of. those 
days who later married an Indian princess 
and went back to Ireland to round out his 
years, named a colt ‘Tammany in Dick's 
honor. Schooled on the Montana tracks, 
Tammany didn’t race in the East until the 
29,000 Eclipse Stakes waS run at Morris 
Park in 1891. 

Fifteen of the best horses in the coun- 

try were also entered for 
this rich stake. As _ the 
eastern books had no line on 
Tammany, he opened at 30 
to 1 and, when no real 
money showed on him, the 
price jumped to 75 to IL. 
Daly, meantime, was plac- 
ing his commissions through 
agents in poolrooms 
throughout the country. 

It was the practice of 
these establishments to take 
all bets which they could 
pay off, at track odds. If 
the poolroom ewner could stand a less of $25,000, 
he’d take $1,000 on a 25 to 1 shot, then rub it off 
the board. There were poolrooms in New Yerk, 
Chicago, St. Louis, Cincinnati, Louisville, Pitts- 
burgh, New Orleans, San Francisco and Washing- 
ton. Hot Springs didn’t come along until later. 
These gambling places were wide open. 

Daly’s agents made plenty of them that day in 
1891 on which the- books felt the full force of 
his wrath for the first time. Not until the horses 
were going to the post did any Daly money a 
up in the Morris Park ring. After Marcus had 
spread his “copper gold” among the 100 book- 
makers operating at the track the price on Tam. 
many had been beaten down to 15 to 1. 

But you’d think it was election day the way 
Tammany rolled in. The three horses behind 
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him finished in a triple dead heat for second 
money. Daly’s haul.was estimated at over $100,000. 
Just to keep in trim, Daly gave the bookies another 
rubdown with shellac in 1892 when Snapper Gar- 
rison rode his 3-1 favorite, Montana, to a nose 
victory in the Suburban. 


P AMMAN? was the 3-year-old champ of the East 
that year and in 1893 he was recognized as 
the kingpin of the older horses although followers 
of Lamplighter constituted a dissenting minority. 
Lamplighter was owned by New York’s biggest 
gambler, a chap named Fred Walbaum who con- 
trolled the Guttenberg. track in New Jersey, just 
across the river from the Central Park section 
of Manhattan. Naturally, a match race between 
the two horses was steamed up. 

Although friends told Daly he’d be crazy to 
take Tammany into “the enemy’s country,” he 
scorned their advice and accepted terms for a 
race for $5,000 a side with $5,000 added by the 
track. If Walbaum had any confidence in Lamp- 
lighter he didn’t show it because the Guttenberg 
books, most of which he backed, made Tammany 
a 7-10 favorite. Nevertheless, Daly plastered the 
poolrooms with his Montana moola and loaded 
down the Guttenberg books with all they’d accept. 

With Snapper Garrison aboard, Tammany 
cake-walked in five lengths to the good. On the 
ferry back from Fort Lee that evening, Daly 
turned to his’ trainer, the eminent Matt Byrnes 
and said: “Matt, me b’hoy, we took them Gutten- 
berg spalpeens for everything they had but the 
grandstand chairs—and to tell the truth I didn’t 
think much of them!” 

One of Daly’s importations from England in 
1895 was a beautifully bred yearling by Kilwarlin, 
winner of the St. Leger and conqueror of Merry 
Hampton, the Derby, winner who was , 
the great-grandsire of Man o’ War, Car 
sickness broke out in the shipment 


layover of several days in Ogden, Utah, 
before the English importations were 


ranch in Hamilton, Montana. Because 
of this incident, Daly called the Kil- 
warlin yearling Ogden. 

At that time tt was Daly’s custom 
to race his horses at the Butte and 
Anaconda tracks where long summer 
meetings were held. ‘Those which 
showed class in the early Montana 
racing he'd ship to New York. Al- 
ways considerate of the little fellow 
(so long as he wasn’t a bookie), Daly 
didn’t want to pit his expensive horses 
against the small western owners hust- 
ling for a living around the Montana 
tracks. In the spring of 1896 when 
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Ogden went to the races as a juvenile, he showed 
no precocity, so that when Daly shipped Scottish 
Chieftain and other two-year-olds east, he kept 
the English baby home for the bush-racing. 

It could have been that Marcus, a man of 
great foresight, was laying the groundwork for 
another killing by stamping Ogden as a busher. 
At any rate, after running second to stablemates 
twice, Ogden won three in a row at Butte and 
Anaconda. Determined to find out what manner 
of colt he had, Daly put 130 pounds on Ogden’s 
back one Sunday morning at the Butte track and 
sent him out for a six-furlong trial. Part of the 
distance was uphill and, toting that weight, it 
would take a mighty good horse to do it in 1:13. 

That’s exactly what Ogden negotiated the 
three quarter mile distance in. As Daly com- 
pared his stopwatch with that of his Montana 
trainer, John Campbell, he said: “John, I think 
we've got a colt here than can beat anything Matt 
Byrnes is training for me in New York and Matt 
thinks he’ll win the Futurity with one of his 
string. Get ready to take him to Saratoga for 
10 days to get acclimated and then take him to 
Sheepshead Bay.” 

Everyone of importance in the sports and the- 
atrical world was among the crowd of 40,000 that 
turned out for opening day at Sheepshead Bay, in 
1896. The Futurity Stakes, worth $43,000 to the 
winner, topped the card. Ten juveniles were named 
to start. Daly entered Scottish Chieftain and Ogden. 

Ornament, ridden by Tod Sloan, was the favor- 
ite for the Futurity. A crack New York rider 
named Fred Taral was engaged by Daly to ride 
Scottish Chieftain. For Ogden, the Copper King 
brought Doc Turbiville along with him from 
Montana. The Futurity distance was a short six 
furlongs—-over a straightaway with the sugges-

tion of a bend or elbow at the head of the stretch. 

The Daly entry was 7 to 1. Marcus, skillfully 
placing his money with commissioners, was back- 
ing Ogden for place and show. The opening line 
quoted Ogden at 40 to 1 for place and 15 to 1 for 
show. Daly backed these odds right off the board. 
When betting closed, the Daly Entry was still 6 
to 1 to win. Scottish Chieftain was quoted at 2 
to 1 for place and even money for show, but the 
books by this time, frightened by the mere name 
of Daly, would have no part of the horse they had 
found out he was backing. 


IVING Turbiville his instructions in the pad- 
dock stall before the race, Daly said: “Me lad, 
these smart New York jockeys have you down 
for a cowboy from the Wild West. They'll pay 
you no heed at all, at all. You've got the outside 
position. When the flag drops, mind you now, 
come right down the outside and don't even look 
over toward the rail. Them smart alecks will 
think ‘tis crazy you are, entirely, but pay no 
attention to the amadahns. Stick on the 
outside until you’re forninst the elbow 
Then, mind you, come across, but not 
too sharp, until you get to the middle ol 
the track, maybe. Then come right on 
with him. You'll win.” 

Turbiville carried out instructions as 
if reading them from a script. Just as 
Daly had predicted, Sloan and the other 
slickers ignored him. Coming abreast ot 
the elbow, Turbiville had Ogden three 
lengths on top, bore over gradually to 
the center of the track and was still two 
to the good when he straightened out. 
Then Sloan awakened to the fact that 
Ogden was the colt he had to beat but 
it was too late. Ogden had plenty ‘left 
and was going away at the end. As for 

the bookies, they had nothing left.

ONSCIOUS of his power to design and con- 
trol many of the things and happenings 
around him, man has felt the need of a 
Being whom he can regard as endowed, on a 
vastly greater scale, with similar powers by vir- 
tue of which He has fashioned and now controis 
the vast universe and all that it contains. 

Because man, in his earliest imaginative grop- 
ings towards the understanding of the force of 
the universe, has envisaged gods whose character- 
istics appear to be incompatible with the concepts 
of science and with the moral ideals of today, that 
is no reason for denying the existence of a Su- 
preme Being. 

However, the man of science likes to separate 
fact from speculation. Now viewing the universe 
as a whole, I cannot escape the fact it is of in- 
telligent design. 

By this I mean that the universe shows on a 
magnificent scale the same kind of interrelation- 
ship of its working and efficiency of planning as 
an engineer strives to achieve in his smaller 
undertakings. It is not so much the failure to 
comprehend completely the universe. which fills 
the men of science with awe, but rather the fact 
that in what he does understand he sees a plan 
akin to his own way of doing things, but one con 
ceived with enormous cleverness. 

It takes a good pianist to appreciate fully the 
powers of a better pianist, and so the man of 
science, conscious to some extent of how the thing 
is done, is much more impressed by the intelligent 
design of the universe than would be the naive, 
unscientific man, or the primitive man of the 
past ages. 

A marvelous thing about the universe is the 
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apparent simplicity of its fundamental design. 
It is the simplicity of the perfect genius. 

There are less than a hundred different kinds 
of atoms, and even these are built according to 
a common plan out of but three kinds of funda- 
mental particles—electron, proton and neutron. 

The laws’ governing the activities of these 
particles are relatively simple to the scientist, 
and yet out of these laws is fashioned all the 
richness of nature. In the ramifications of their 
activities come into being all the substances of 
which the universe is composed and all the prop- 
erties which govern their activities. 

It is because of these laws of the universe, 
the laws of these three fundamental particles, 
that we have light and mechanisms in our eyes 
to make use of it. It is because of them that 
we have been able to invent radar—later to find 
that the bat had used the same principle from 
time immemorial to enable him to fly with safety 
at night. : 

It is because of these laws that the marvelous 
interrelation of organisms represented by our own 
bodies has become a reality. 

And yet all this superb cleverness. is _ inter- 
linked in a manner to excite the wonder of even 
the most exacting efficiency expert. These laws 
have brought colorful beauty to flowers and en- 
ticing scent that attract the insects and further 
the purpose of fertilization. 

A thousand million years ago, when our sun 

a Star like billions of its kind—stood lonely in 
the universe, these laws stood potentially ready 
to bring into existence, in a later epoch, all of 
this richness, a richness, moreover, which could 
have had no place in the fires of the sun itself. 

There is another approach to the concept of 
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the supreme pattern of the universe. The essen- 
tial need is for man to be able to live with his 
fellows in a manner which insures for all the 
maximum of happiness. This need is felt by the 
men of science as keenly as by any other man. 

The goal of happiness is itself an elusive 
thing, not to be reached by the methods of the 
engineer, and many seek it all their lives without 
finding it. 

The search for the ideal balance between our 
immediate desires and our ultimate hopes in re- 
lationship to the happiness of ours ves ard of all 
mankind is one which has taxed the intelligence 
of thinkers frome time immemorial. 

In the course of events there have arisen great 
thinkers, epecially the founders of world religions 

Christ, Buddha, Mohammed, and in our own 
day, perhaps Gandhi—-who have formulated plans 
of living calculated to pfomote the greater hap- 
piness of all mankind. ‘These prophets were wiil- 
ing to illustrate their creeds by living the lives 
they advocated. They suffered and sacrificed for 
their beliefs. So they won the confidence, the 
faith, and respect of vast sections of humanity. 

For me the profoundest meaning of religion 
is that it is a code of ethics draped about the per 
sonality, the image of, an ideal—an Ideal Being. 
The trouble with the world today is mot :9 miu 
with these systems of faiths, these codes of 
ethical beliefs, as with their exercise. 

In a world torn with strife, in which such 
ideals are regarded impracticable, when they con- 
flict with the requirements born of greed, when 
strong nations hold weaker nations in bondage, 
who can say that man has yet made himself 
worthy of Christ for a God? 

Science more than ever sustains and enriches 
ethics, just dealines between man and man—the 
laws of the great taiths.

Next Week Kate Bender.

ki ARE born with an astound- 
ing potentiality for living. 
The potential life expect- 
ancy of a child of 10 is 800 years. 

This is because at the age of 10, 
there is only one death among 1,160 
children. If the same low mortality 
rate could be retained throughout the 
whole life span—so that at the ages 
of 30 or 50 or 70 and so forth, there 
would still be only one death among 
1,160—-then half the population could 
expect to live 800 years. This is in 
contrast with the actual life expec- 
tancy, under present conditions, of 
about 65 years in this country. 

Futhermore, if the same. death 
rate (one in 1,160) could continue 
among the _ surviving individuals, 
some of them would live for thou- 
sands of years. In fact, out of a num- 
ber of children equal to the present 
population of the United States, one 
individual might live to be 22,000 
years old. Qn the one hand, then, 
there is our potential life span of as 
much as 22,000 years and, on the 
other hand, there is the actual limit, 
under present conditions, of about 
100 years. - 

The reason for the short life span 
is that the death rate, instead of re- 
maining, at the level of one death in 
1,160, increases very rapidly as years 
pass successively. Even by the time 
a person has reached the age of 20, 
te has lost 58 per cent of the ability 
to survive, which he passed at the 
age of 10—the death rate having in- 
creased to one in 480. Animal ex- 
periments, which correspond to the 
experience of man, suggest strongly 
that the rate of decline in the ability 
to survive, or in the resistance to 
death, measures the process of aging 

and can be used as the “yardstick 
of aging.” 

We have a most significant clue 
as to the nature of this process in 
medical experience, as well as in lab- 
oratory studies. It has to do with 
the deterioration of the circulatory 
system. Most of the increase in 
death rate throughout adult life is 
due to the greater prevalence of the 
diseases of the heart, arteries and 
kidneys. The death rate from these 
diseases increases rapidly throughout 
our life span in accordance with very 
definite laws, which have been ob- 
served but which are not yet, under- 
stood. Cancer deaths also increase 
with age, but cancer causes only. one- 
quarter as many deaths as do the 
diseases of the heart, arteries and 
kidneys. 

Even slight alleviation of these 
maladies will lengthen life and 
youthfulness. 

When you go to your doctor with 
a disease of the heart, arteries or 
kidneys or with rheumatism or ar- 
thritis, there is almost nothing he 
can do for you. Much of our present 
medical knowledge, which is used in 
the treatment of disease, has been ob- 
tained within the last 58 years, but 
most-of this knowledge applies to the 
infectious diseases which predominate 
in early life and we have relatively 
little information concerning the dis- 
eases which are found to predominate 
in adult life. 

The reason for this is that the 
small amount of money which has 
been available for medical research 
has been insufficient to support the 
full-time and long-term investigations 
which are essential for the solution 
of these difficult problems. 

Within the last few years, there 
has been a growing interest in the 
investigation of adult diseases afd 
of the problems of aging. At the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons 
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of Columbia University, where I ain 
associated, there is a “Program for 
Research on Aging,” which is inves- 
tigating the nature of the process of 
aging. Other studies on the program 
are concerned with arteriosclerosis 
(hardening of the arteries), as well 
as with hypertension (high blood 
pressure). 

As an example of the research 
on arteriosclerosis at the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons, we are in. 
vestigating—-by means of tissue cul- 
ture methods (keeping tissues alive 
outside of the body)—material which 
occurs. in blood plasma. We find 
the material responsible for’ the 
formation of fat granules in adult 
cells in the tissue culture. Further 
study may reveal that it is invelved 
in the deposition.of fat in cases of 
arteriosclerosis. 

This material is called “B Factor.” 
We also find that the blood plasma 
contains an “anti-B Factor” which 
helps to prevent the deposition of tat. 
Attempts are being made to deter- 
mine whether this “anti-B Factor” 
may offer a clue to a means for pre- 
venting hardening of arteries. 

Additional important investigations 


are planned but are not yet possible 


owing to lack of funds. There are 
also projects at other universities 
and laboratories. One of these is at 
the Goldwater Memorial Hospital at 
New York City, under the direction ¢4f 
Dr. David Seegal. Another is located 
at the Washington University, St. 
Louis, under the direction of Dr. Wil. 
liam Kountz, Dr. FE. V. Cowdry and 
Dr. Robert A. Moore. The VU, 8. 
Public Health Service is conducting 
research at the Baltimore City Hos- 
pital, where Dr. Nathan Shock Is mak- 
ing medical observations on people of 
various ages. The Indiana State 
Board of Health has created a divi- 
sion of “geratology.” 

The task before science is formid- 
able. «Each year in the United States 
about 650,000 people die from diseases 
of the heart, arteries and kidney—or 
six deaths every five minutes. Yet 
in 1940, only $94,000 was available for 
the research on the diseases of the 
heart and arteries—-or only 17 cents 
per death! And only $40,000 was 
granted for the study of kidney dis- 
eases.—or 38 cents per death! At the 
same time, infections and infectious 
diseases, which caused 248,000 deaths,

received over $6 per death for re- 
search; and cancer, which caused 
165,000 deaths, received only $2 per 
death for research. 

Life insurance, let it be pointed 
out, does not insure your life, in the 
sense of helping you to live longer. 
However, the efforts of the Life In- 
surance Companies of North America, 
which have united for this purpose, 
to obtain more knowledge concerniny 
the diseases of the heart and arteries 
will aid in the prolongation of life. 

They have formed a “Life Insur- 
ance Medical Research Fund” with 
$575,000 per year available over a 
period of five years. The American 
Heart Association is attempting to 
raise ‘a somewhat smaller amount. 
However, these amounts are only one 
or two per cent of the money needed. 

A new foundation, the Medical 
Memorial Fund, has been organized 
to raise money for medical research on 
aging and related diseases problems. 

In deciding upon the disbursal of 
research grants to the various medii- 
cal schools and research laboratories 
throughout the country, the Fund is 
aided by about 50 outstanding medi- 
cal scientists.

RS. LATRODECTUS MAC- 
TANS, alias the Black 
Widow spider, is public

Swapped Seats, According to Wit- 
nesses. When Rescuers Reached the 
Scene He Had Vanished From Sight.

OCKSURE, ambitious, criminally misguided, 
Benny Goldstein couldn’t help lording it over 
his older brothers as he let them in on a 


big secret—-a $140,000 secret-—-in mid-August, 
1927. Discretion might -have counseled him to 
hold his tongue, but the whole scheme was just 
too good to Keep quiet about. 

The brothers, David and Sammy, products of 
the congested lower East Side of New York, 
children of a Lithuania-born garment worker, 
listened in fear and wonder while the fast-talking, 
22-year-old Benny unfolded the details. Not hav- 
ing had his training in the realm of crooked 
doings, they could not avoid certain doubts. 

“It can’t miss,” Benny boasted. “I go out in 
a rowboat and fall overboard. Joe picks me up 
in a motorboat, and I hide out until he collects. 
We got it all arranged.” 

Simple as that. Not bad for an East Side 
kid who, only a few years before, had been work- 
ing after school for a cheap dress-suit renting 
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shop! ‘Twelve policies Benny had wangled out 
of the insurance companies—a grand here, five 
grand there— until the total reached $70,000. With 
double indemnity for accidental death, that meant 
$140,000. Not bad at all! 

“You'll get in trouble,” David decided. Sam 
agreed: ““You’re flirting with the jailhouse.” 

“Ah, you guys make me sick!” Benny snorted. 

Think I’m gonna spend the rest of my life 
making a lousy living being honest like you? 
Not me! I’m going after big money.” 

Benny had been a smart lad, the brother had 
to admit. Too smart, maybe. That Joe Lefkowitz 
had been a bad influence on him, though if it 
hadn't been Joe it might have been somebody 
else that got Benny to go wrong. 

The brothers Knew that Benny hadn't been 
the same once he met burly, black-eved Joe Lef- 
Kowitz, a chiseler from '’way back. ‘That had 
been four years ago, when Ben was 18 and Joe 38. 
Before the two teamed up, Benny had really 
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behaved himself, had earned $40 a week selling 
women’s hats, ‘and turned all but $5 over te his 
mother every Saturday night. Afterward it was 
ditferent. Benny didn't always come home nights; 
didn't always work; didn’t alwayse do right by 
his mother. He got involved with Joe in a lot of 
plfony deals. businesses that went bankrupt, in- 
sured stores that burned, stunts like that. 

Now the partners were going to pull a really 
big “deal.” 

“Where’ll vou hide out, Benny?” David asked 

“Out West some place—-Hawaii maybe. We 
don't take any chances, once the job is done. I'll 
Stay away a year, maybe two years. And then 

He grinned and winked, 

The conspirators had decided to stage the 
fake drowning in Gravesend Bay, near Coney 
Island, the famous amusement resort. A few 
days after Benny had revealed the scheme to his 
brothers, he and Joe visited Coney and cased 
the terrain. Then they retained two assistants, 
Irving Rubinzahl, 22, who had once been ar- 
rested, though not indicted, on a robbery charge, 
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Coney Sota 


and Harry Greenberg, 17, a dull-witted soda dis- 
penser, These two were to accompany Benny on 
his rowing trip and serve as witnesses. 

“Be sure and pack enough clothes,” Joe told 
Benny, “because you'll have to keep out of sight 
as much as possible until things ease up. I'll see 
that you have all the money you need. Above 
all, don’t write your family, or anyone.” 

On the night of Aug. 25, Benny, Rubinzahl 
and Greenberg slept in a boat at Coney Island, 
and the next morning they donned swimming 
suits and hired a rowboat. Benny, who. had 
packed a valise and told his parents that he ex- 
pected to be gone “a long time,” rowed toward 
the motorboat Joe had borrowed from Bill Wag- 
ner, a former hosiery store partner. Presently, 
in broad daylight and within sight of various 
persons on shore and in boats on the bay, the 
“accident” happened. | 

“He fell overboard and he couldn’t swim,” 
Rubinzahl told police officers ashore. “We threw 
him a rope, but he couldn’t. hold onto it. He 
was gone before we could do anything!” 

The boys answered the routine questions—vic- 
tim’s name, age and address; their names, etc.— 
and then sadly departed, Back in Manhattan, 
they contacted Lefkowitz at a-previously-arranged 
rendezvous, and the latter bought Greenberg a 
suit for $27.50. Rubinzah] had previously been 
paid $25; later he received the remainder of a 
promised $250 fee, 

Meanwhile, back at Coney, several persons 
had seen things which indicated that the accident 
had looked very real indeed. 

Capt. Sidney Hinman, a boatman, had been 
rowing ashore from his launch at 8 o’clock when 
he heard cries for help. He had seen Benny in 
the water, and the other two _in the boat, ap 
parently doing nothing, He had shouted at them, 
and started for the spot, but Benny had disap- 
peared within three minutes. 

Fred Cook, who occupied a houseboat near by, 
had witnessed the same occurrences. 

Mrs. Jennie Abrams, another houseboater, had 
heard the cries for’help, had seen one person 
struggling in the water while the others sat in 
the rowboat.and watched him drown. It seemed 
to her that one of those in the boat (Greenberg) 
had shouted for help and had waved his arms 
when the other survivor pulled the boat away. 

Rabbi Moses Pollack, a cantor who had been 
doing vocal exercises on the beach, had seen even 
more than these other witnesses. He had seen 
one of the men in the boat (Rubinzahl) push 
Goldstein overboard as they passed each other to 
swap seats, and then he had seen the subsequent 
deliberate act of desertion. 


HAT evening, having learned about these mat- 

ters, David and Sammy Goldstein sought out 
Lefkowitz at his home on Clinton St. amd asked 
him what had happened. He told them to mind 
their own business, that there wasn’t anything they 
could do now. He blustered and talked threaten- 
ingly as he pulled them into the hallway and said: 

“Listen, you're a poor family. If you keep 
your mouths shut, I'll turn half the insurance 
money over to your father. You people have no 
money to fight me, and I’ve got plenty to fight 
you. Just keep your mouths shut.” 

Instead, the brothers went to District Attorney 
Charles J. Dodd of Brooklyn the next morning and 
told him what they knew. Dodd contacted Detective 
William A. Begley of the Homicide Squad and 
Detective Vance F. Parkinson of the Harbor 
Squad, who had been assigned to the case, with 
the result that first Greenberg, then Rubin- 
zahl, and finally Lefkowitz were arrested 
and charged with murder. Greenberg in- 
sisted that he hadn’t known Benny was to 
be allowed to drown. Rubinzahl admitted 
he had pushed the victim overboard at the 
instance of Lefkowitz. Lefkowitz loudly 
denied every accusation. 

“It was none of my doing,” he asserted. 
“Benny and I had a little scheme to get 
some insurance, but Rubinzahl double- 
crossed.us. He’s to blame.” 

He said that Benny had first named his 
mother as the beneficiary of his policies. 

“But then he assigned them to me,” Lefko- 
witz said. “He did that because he owed 
me a lot of money—about $16,000.” 

The body-—-for of course there was a 
body, Benny Goldstein’s body—was found 
five days after the crime floating in Graves- 
end Bay off 37th St., Brooklyn. Three 
months later, on Nov. 28, Lefkowitz and 
Greenberg went on trial before Supreme 
Ceurt Justice Harry A. Lewis. Rubinzahl, 
slated to be a star state witness, had been 
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scheduled to-be placed on trial] at a later date. 

The various eyewltnesses told their stories, 
then Rubinzah] took the stand, He said that, 
needing money to impress his Sweetheart, Helen 
Brandwein, he had agreed to help kill Benny 
only the day before the- crime while al] of them, 
including Benny, lolled on the sand at Coney. 
Later that evening, at Ave. A and Seventh st., 
Joe gave him the first instalment, $25, on his 
fee, along with a phone number'he was to call 
after the deed had been done. 

“We rowed out the next day about 200 feet 
from Captain Hinman,” the witness coniinued. 
“Greenberg was winking at me. Well, I didn't 
do it—not then, anyway. He winked again and 
still I didn’t do it. Greenberg took off his sweater 
and trousers and swam around the boat and got 
back in shivering. He winked at me again, but I 
didn't do it. 

“Then all of a sudden I said to Goldy, ‘Let's 
change seats,’ and we started to change seats. 
He got up and I pushed him and he fell in the 
water. He hollered for help, waving his hands. 
I was. standing in the back and Greenberg was 
sitting in the front. Greenberg threw him a rope, 
a piece of clothes line about nine feet long, and 
let go the end of it. It floated in the water. 
Benny stayed up about three minutes, then he 
sank and I didn’t see him any more.” 

After they’d rowed ashore and reported the 
accident to the police, Rubin- 
zahl had telephoned Lefkowitz 
at the number of a Clinton st. 
dentist. Rubinzahl had said, 

“He’s dead,” and Joe had re- 
plied, ‘Don’t talk so loud—the 
doctor is here. Hurry back.” 
Lefkowitz had insisted that he 
take a taxi. Then, back on 
Clinton st., Rubinzahl and 
Greenberg had signed affi- 
davits swearing to Benny’s 
death, so the insurance could 
be collected. ° 

Lefkowitz took the stand to 
deny that hé had ever intended 
murdering, although he ad- 
mitted that he and Benny had 
conspired to swindle the in- 
surance companies. The only 
reason he gave Rubinzahl so 
much money, he said, was 
because the fellow had black- 
mailed him. 

Harry Sachler, the master 
mind’s attorney, told the jury 
that Lefkowitz should be con- 
sidered the victim of bad en- 
vironment. 

“This is a tragedy of the 
ghetto,” the lawyer declared. 
“Tt is the tragedy of a father-

less home. Even the friends and associates of 
these boys conspired to give them a distorted view 
of lite. We who have listened and learned at a 
mother’s knee—we know the difference between 
right and wrong, but in the environment in which 
these boys were brought up they learned every- 
thing but honesty and decency.” 

On Dee. 2, after seven hours of deliberation, 
the jury convicted Lefkowitz of murder in the 
first degree, and acquitted Greenberg. Five days 
later Rubinzahl pleaded puilty to second degree 
murder and got 20 years to life. 


EFKOWITZ lost all appeals, and was finally 

scheduled to die on the night of July 19, 1928. 
That afternoon he reiterated that he had not 
known “that anybody was to be killed.” 

“The fellow who pushed the boy over got away 
without paying the death penalty,” he said. “Why 
take my life and let Rubinzahl go?” 

That question already had been answered. 

Lefkowitz ate heartily of chicken, celery, to- 
matoes, cake, ice cream, and coffee, He was 
placed in the chair at 11:01 and was pronounced 
dead three minutes later, the same period of 
time it took Benny Goldstein to die in a plot that 
couldn't miss.

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The Queen Is Dead 


HE highways leading into 

Detroit seemed, filled, a 
few weeks ago, with cars, 
trailers and motor vans 
carrying solemn, dark-faced 
men, women and children. 
The men were unshaved and 
mostly they wore dark suits 
showing little sign of recent 
acquaintance with a press- 
ing iron. 

But the women’s dresses 
were bright with all the

colors of the rainbow. Gold 
coins dangled from their 
ears, jingling merrily when 
they moved, and their hair 
hung in braids from ker- 
chief-wrapped heads. 

All the gypsies in North 
America, it seemed to puz- 
zied cops by the roadside, 
were bound for Detroit. And 
it wasn’t for a wedding, as 
the solemn faces showed. 

A queen was dead—the 
dowager Queen Mary Stan- 
ley, 67, once ruler of one of 
the largest tribes of wander- 
ing Romany folk on this 
side of the Atlantic. And 
her subjects, some still fol- 
lowers of the open road and 
others now settled as farm- 
ers, tinsmiths and mechan- 
ics, were gathered to pay 
their last homage. 

They were sad because 
Mary had been a_ good 
queen and clan loyalty runs 
high among gypsies. And 
they were sad, too, because 
this might be the last great 
ceremonial gathering of 
Romanies in America, 

For King Tom, Mary’s 
oldest son, and _-° Prince 
Louis, his brother, have long 
frowned on the old gypsy 
customs. College men both 
—- they studied at New 
York’s City College they 


this brought her into con- 
flict with the law. 

Knowing Mary’s views, 
some of the mourners were 
worried about the kind of 
funeral she would have. 
But when they reached King 
‘Tom’s home such fears were 
forgotten. As a sentimental 
gesture to their mother, 
‘Tom and Louis had shelved 
their own preferences and 
arranged a royal wake in 
the age-old gypsy style. 

In the largest room Mary 
lay in state, bejewelled and 
clad, not in the American 
garb of her later years, but 
in the brilliant red, blue and 
gilt dress she had worn as 
a rover. She made a regal 
picture, and loud was the 
wailing of her subjects. 

They followed her to the 
Romanian church and to the 
cemetery and then returned 
to King Tom’s for the tra- 
ditional feast. Among them 
moved ‘Tom and _ Louis, 
solemnly dispensing hos- 
pitality. 

“We estimate that 44 per 
cent of our people are 
Americanized,” Louis told a 
reporter, “and we want the 
other 56 per cent to take 
the same route. But for 
today, at least, we are all 
old-style Romanies.”

“Fish Chowder a la Brooks,” American Weekly of July

section (my old home was 
Newton). This trip included 
Buzzards Bay and a night 
at Falmouth, with side trip 
to Chatham and P-town. 
As a boy, we summered 
at Swift’s Beach, Wareham, 
and later summers at Chat- 
ham. By the way, I was 
sorry to learn of terrible ex- 
plosion last week at Onset. 
To get back to your sub- 
ject article, my idea of a 
perfect fish chowder is made 
exactly like yours, with ac- 
cent on milk and not too 
much thickening. Your Dux- 
bury clams and local qua- 
hogs (erroneously and uni- 
versally called “little necks”) 
also make an excellent base 
for chowder—New England 
style; i. e. sans tomato—tlike 
R. lL. or L. L. style' When 
you mentioned tautog, I was 
carried back to my boyhood 


of perhaps thirty years ago 
as almost the last time I 
heard of that fish. I did not 
mention that I spent 6 mas 
at the CCC camp on the 
bank of the Canal in Buz- 
zards Bay, itself, 1933-34. 

As purely a local touch 
from here, we have excel- 
lent “razor” clams which 
neighborhood cooks make 
into a thickened chowder 

more like a thick stew 
—and it does not come up 
to the N. E. variety admir- 
ably described in your 
article. 

Enclosed is a card from 
“Pacific side” of a town 
where we stay frequently in 
Summer, 8S mi. west of 
here., Thanks for enjoy- 
ment of your writing.

First on her list, 
both for gainers and losers, 
is good posture. 

Make the accentuated 
good posture position your 
constant companion when 
you sit or stand or do floor 
exercises. Here’s how: Lie 
flat on your back...arms 


dewn at the side of the 
bedy...on the floor. Now 
bend the knees, pulling the 
eet on the floor up near 
the buttocks. Separate the 
knees as far apart as you 
possibly can. Lift the very 
bottom of your spine (which 
is called the coccyx) up off 
the floor as far as you can. 
Then, dig the spine at the 
waistline ‘down into the 
floor as hard as you can. 
Relax, then repeat this ex- 
ercise ten times, holding 
the Accentuated Good Pos- 
ture Position for one minute 
each time. e 

This next exercise will 
eliminate a sway-back, flat- 
ten your tummy and im- 
prove your general posture: 

Stand against a wall with 


your feet together and your~ 


heels four inches away from 
the wall. Now place your 
feet four inches apart and 
lean back against the wall. 
Bend the knees as far as you 
can, keeping your heels on 
the floor. Separate the knees 
as far as you can, still keep- 
ing the feet flat on the floor. 
Then turn your coccyx 
away from the wall (under 
you) and dig the waistline 


‘ tocks 


into the wall. Hold it for 
at least one minute by the 
clock and then relax. 
Repeat this exercise ten 
times and hold it at least a 
minute each time. 


So You Need to Reduce 
Here’s a spanking exer- 
cise to reduce hip and thigh 
measurements. Get down 
on the floor and lie on your 
stomach, elbows on floor 
wnder chest weight on 
elbows bend knees, 
bringing heels up near but- 
raise Jeft thigh 
in the air as high as pos- 
sible and return with a 
thump on the floor hitting 
thigh as near the hip bone 
as possible. Repeat same 
@xercise with right leg . 


Alternating sides, repeat, 
390 times. If this spank- 
ing is too difficult at first 
roll the hips over and 

over back and forth. This 
will help thighs and hips. 
Scoot for fun—this exer- 
cise helps to reduce .the 
buttocks and also the waist- 
line . . . Sit down on the 
floor . . . Raise arms with 
bent elbows . shoulder 
level . . . Tewisting the up- 
per torso to the left, push 
the right leg forward ... 
Now, twist the upper torso 


to the right and place the 


left leg forward. . . Swing 
that upper torso more to 
the left and right... as 
you attempt to take larger 
and larger steps forward on 
your buttocks. Repeat this 
exercise 50 times.
